CASUALTIES. 


THE OLD COLONY DISASTER. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 11.—The evidence taken 


in the investigation by the Railroad Commission- 
ers into the causes of the late accident on the 
Old Colony Railroad goes to show that while 
Hurldurt, the engineer of the freight train, was 
crossing the inward track with his locomotive 
and five cars, he discovered an excursion train 
approaching at great speed. He put on steam 
and reached the outward track in safety, at the 
same time swinging a red lantern as a warning 
of danger to the engineer of the excursion train. 
The lantern was seen by Westgate, the engineer 
of the Easton, who gave the signal for ** down 
brakes.”” At this moment Hartwell, the 
conductor of the freight train, was running 
to throw the switch of the side-track back 
to the main line. The switch over which the 
five empty freight-cars had passed had been left 
open after they passed, but the switch being 
what is known asthe “patent safety,’’ it was 
thrown back into its proper place, the flange of 
the forward wheels of tbe first locomotive 
touching. So far as learned, the evidence went 
to show that at the moment the excursion-train 
reached the first switch Hartweli was in the act 
of adjusting the other switch, and had it just 
half over when the train reached the flange of 
the wheels of the engines and struck square on 
the end of the straight rail where the ewitch 
should have joined,and both engines jamped 
the track, followed by the baggage-car, the En- 
giish coach, and several of the succeeding cats. 
Hartwell, who had hold of the bar of the switch 
at the moment the engines struck the discon- 
nected rail, was thrown violently and some dis- 
tance into a field close by. 

On Thursday evening the scene of the acci- 
dent was Visited by the Railroad Commission- 
ers, in company with President Choate and Su- 
perintendent Kendrick. with a view of fully 
couprehending the state of affairs at the time 
of the accident. A locomotive was run over the 
switch to indicate the passage of the encine 
and five freight-cars from the siding, and the 
spot was indicated just where Hurlburt swung 
the red lantern to warn the doomed train. The 
misplaced switch was then turned half over, 
and showed the red and white light as it did on 
the night of the accident, and which was seen 
by Westgate when he was.al most on to it.

8, says Prince Lobavoif informed Safvet Pasha 
that. the Kussiaus wili retain Adrianople, not 
until the treaty of Berlin is fulfilled, but until a 
treaty is signed contirming those parts 
of the San Stefano treatv which are 
not affected by the decisions of the Berlin 
Congress.

GERMANY. 

A SOCIALISTIC SPEECH IN THE REICHSTAG. 

Berwin, Oct. 1.—In the Reichstag yesterday, 
during the debate on the Anti-Socialist bii), 
Herr Hasselmann, the well-known Socialist agi- 
tator, made a violent though clever speech. Be- 
ginning and ending with threats of violence and 
bloodsbed as the result of repressive legislation, 
he said the people would hold those responsible 
for bloodshed who helped frameand carry the 
bill. In concluding he deciared that, if the 


pacific endeavors of Socialism were repressed, | 


the day would come when the Socialists would 
take up arms and fight against their tyrants. 

The President of the Reichstag called Herr 
Hasselinann to order, and said that the speech 
was an incitement to rebellion. 

Hasselmann repeated his words, and was 
again called to order amid loud and indignant 
protests. He went ontosay: “Iam not per- 
sohally in favor of the revolution. I prefer pa- 
cific means; but, if we are forced to fight, we 
suall know how to fight, and I shail be proud to 
lay down my life on the field of honor. Let 
Prince Bismarck remember the 18th of March, 
15438.”’ 

Herren Lowe and Benningsen, Liberal leaders, 
denounced the methods and purposes of Social- 
ism, and defended the lecislation for its sup- 
pression, Which Benningsen declared even the 
advanced Liberals now admitted to be necessary. 
Benningsen said that be had no fear that Bis- 
marck would allow the Anti-Socialist law to be 
employed to impair the liberties of the people. 

The Reichstag to-day passed through the sec- 
ond reading clanges two and three of the 
Socialist bill without scarcely apy modifications. 

GERMANY AND THE VATICAN. 

The Zagi-at asserts that Bismarc«, in a letter 
tg Cardinal Nina, expressed the conviction that 
the negotiations between Prussia and the. Vati- 
can will shortly be successful. This statement 
is not contirmed from any other source.

SUICIDE. 


Loss of Fortune, Health, and Self-Control 
Lead a Man-to the Use of Narcotics, and 
Finally to Death Itself.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 11.—Three weeks ago an 

emaciated, sickly-looking man, about 55 or 60 
years of age, of light complexion, was installed 
as a boarderjat the London House, at Seventh 
and Arch streets. His luggage consisted of a 
small hand valise and @ huge Saratoga trunk 
with a small card bearing the name Thomas A) 
MacDonnell tacked uponit. He appeared taci- 
turn and solitary, and it was observed that he 
had no correspondence or visitors. . He paid for 
one week’s lodging. About a week or sv 
ago he manifested curtous vagaries. One 
of these was tw g0 into. the bath- 
room and allow the bath-tub to run over with 
water. The stream percolating to the lower 
floor caused an examination to be made. Mac- 
Donneli rap out and disappearein his room, it 
is now believed he attempted to drown himself. 
On Wedoesdav afternoon Dr.8S. Pancoast, the 
physician for the’ hotel, was calied in to attend 
MacDonnell, whom he$foundgapparently recoy- 
ering from the effects of a narcotic. The phy- 
sician found a bettie of echloridine in 
the room, and directed the landlady to 
remove it, He particularly observed 
that there were nO other bottles 
inthe room, Yesterday morning word was sent 
tothe doctor that his patient had been found 
lying upon the floor insensible. He went to the 
room, and shw at & glance that MacDonnell was 
dying and past relief, witn all the symp- 
toms of narcotic pvuisoning. He died in a 
short time. Near by was a box of morphine 
pills, Which were marked as containing a grain 
of morphine each, a quantity four times as 
great as is generally prescribed; also a bottle of 
chloral of extraordinary strength. The physician 
inclines to the belicf that MacDonnell was a 
slave to the use of parcetics, and that he com- 
mitced suicide. The remains were then removed 
tothe Morgue and ap inquest will be held to- 
day. It was learned yesterday that MacDonnell 
had acted strangely for two years past. His 
mental ali¢pation was prodaced by financial 
losses. He Wwassaid by thuse who were formerly 
associated With him to have been at one time 
worth $200,QUU. He is said to have been stripped 
of the greater part by the bankruptcy of a rela- 
tive. For twenty-five years past be had been on 
the road exhioiting panoramas, of which he 
owned ten or adozen. He appeared lately to 
hawe been short of money, and when his cloth- 
ing was searched only a few pennics were 
found.

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THE TILDEN-MARBLE CONSPIRACY. 

The New York 7ribune has done yeoman 
service in exposing the infamous conspiracy 
by which the ‘‘ visiting Democratic states- 
men ” in Florida, in negotiation with Gram- 
ercy Park, sought to deliver the whole 
Returning Board for $100,000, or a single 
vote for $50,000, and thus cheat the Repub- 
licans out of their hard-earned victory, The 
exposition which it makes by furnishing the 
key to the cipher telegrams throws a strong 
flood of light upon the secret work of the 
conspiracy, and reveals every one of the 
conspirators and the modus operandi of th 
plot which they thought they were weaving 
in a darkness so profound it would mever 
come to light. The conspiracy was con- 
ceived in iniquity ; it was carried through to 
a point which convicts Mr. TrILpen, his 
nephew Pe.tton, and Mr. HavemryeEr in 
Gramercy Park on the one hand, and 
Manton Marsre, C. W. Woouiey, and JoHn 
F. Coyie, at Tallahassee, Fla., on the other, 
of gross political dishonesty which ordinarily 
would send such tricksters to the Peniteg- 
tiary; it was thwarted, almost at the instant 
of successful fruition, by the shecrest acci- 
dent in the world. 

In its issue of Oct. 7 the Tridune devotes 
six columns to an explanation of the meth- 
ods pursued in deciphering the cryptograms, 
some 600 in number, which passed between 
Tallahassee and Gramercy Park. There were 
six systems of secret cipher in all, and they 
were constructed in a very puzzling and in- 
tricate manner; but the 7'ridune found the 
keys to all of them, and unlocked them. The 
result of the process will undoubtedly inter- 
est our readers more than the patient and 
curious method by which the process was 
successfully completed and the conspiracy 
unearthed, 

In its issue of the 8th the 7ribune prints 
alist of 125 of the most important ciphers 
in the collection, with their translation, and 
they tell a straightforward and succinct 
story of the infamous manner in which it 
was attempted to steal the vote of Florida 
for Trupen. They show in the. first place 
that Manton Marsie, C. W. Wooitey, and 
Joun F. Corte were the confidential agents of 
TripEn, and went to Florida with the various 
systems of cipher necessary to secret corre- 
spondence in case, as subsequently hap- 
pened, that the election turned upon the 
vote of Florida. They show in the second 
place that the three conspirators at the out- 
set went to work to secure the vote of the 
State for TrupEn in a legitimate manner. 
When it became apparent that this was (im- 
possible, the ciphers flew thick and fast (be- 
tween Tallahassee and Gramercy Park. 
From the Ist of November up to about the 
2ist it is apparent’ that Mansiz thought 
there was a Democratic majority, and worked 
accordingly, his two assistants, Corte and 
Wooter, meanwhile, like all industrious Job- 
byists, putting in their time manfully in 
drawing from ‘‘the barl” for expenses. 
From the 21st to the 28th it is apparent that 
the dodge was tried of holding back and alter- 
ing the returns, but the Republicans defeated 
it.

The array of dispatches we have presented 
above hardly needs comment. They tell the 
infamous story of the fraudulent attempt 
upon the part of TunpgzN and his managers, 
even while they were making Rome howl 
with their bawling for honesty and reform, 
to-buy the Presidency, and they can be left 
with the people of this country without criti- 
cism. There are other infamous disclosures 
yet to follow of the same fraudulent attempt 
made in South Carolina; but even if the 
operations of the conspirators in Oregon and 
South Carolina had been forever buried out 
of sight, these dispatches from Florida alone 
would have been sufficient to have stamped 
Saumet J. Trcpen and his whole gang of

Ben Hiix has broken out again. There 
doesn’t seem to have been any special provo- 
cation for it, so it is likely that he feared he 
would fade from public sight unless he 
should do something or say something to at- 
tract attention. He has chosen to write a 
letter denunciatory of Hayes’ Administra- 
tion, and committing himself to a statement 
which indicates his intention to support any 
Democratic movement that may be made 
toward a partisan impeachment of the Presi- 
There is certainly something in this 
to occasion surprise, for H1Lu was conspicu- 
ous among the Southern conservatives who 
resisted the effort to defeat the Electoral 
count, and, later still, was one of the few 
Democrats who disapproved the so-called 
PorTes investigation. Now, ail at once, he 
bursts out ina torrent of abuse of Hayzs, 
and charges him with conniving at 
frauds and rewarding the perpetrators there- 
of. Now there have been no new develop- 
ments to bring about so radical a change in 
Ben Hruw’s estimate of Hayzs’ honesty and 
good intentions; he is too intelligent a man 
to put faith in such contradictory testimony 
as has been taken before the Porrzr Com- 
mittee ; Mr. Hayes has not departed in any 
way from the policy toward the South which 
first commended him to Hriu’s affections. 
There remains, then, the single explanation, : 
not creditable to Hitt but more plausible 
than any other, that the enmity of this 
Georgia Senator has been gained because the 
President thought it better for the public 
service to appoint a United States Marshal 
who had thé support of the other Georgia 
Senator. If this is the real motive that has 
prompted Hii1’s abusive letter, the denuncia- 
tion takes on a ludicrous aspect. } 

Hix has doverreached himself in his letter. 
He has compared the eleztion of Hayes to 
the élevation of Anpy Jonnson to the Presi- 
dency by saying that both men attained their 
places through crime, and cherges that, while 
the assassins who made Jounson President 
were destroyed, the *‘ greater criminals ” who 
made Harxs President have been rewarded. 
This is very silly stuff, though intended to 
be very wicked. Coming from a man like 
Hriu, who has lately sought to represent the 
more conservative element of the South, it 
reveals a very serious defect in the sense of 
‘*honor” among the Southerners who have 
so much to say on that subject. What is 
more important, however, is that it reveals 
a disposition in the South to aid and 
abet the Northern’ Democratic schemers 
who want to crowd Hayps out of office 
because they cannot wait for a lawful oppor- 
tunity to seize the spoils. If Ben Hu1's 
letter could be extensively circulated at the 
North, atd its genuine significances were 
fully understood, there would be little danger 
of the Democrats electing a majority of the 
next Congress. Unfortunately the American 
people have a short memory in political 
affairs, and already the real aim of the Por- 
TER movement has been very generally for- 
gotten. Huiiw’s letter ought to recall that 
movement and its design, and it should serve 
as & new warning that, if the Democrats be 
permitted to get undisputed control of Con- 
gress, there will be serious danger of a bold 
and unscrupulous effort to oust Hares with- 
out provocation and without authority of 
law. Such a precedent would be a standing 
menace to the stability of our Government, 


MR. HENDRICKS IN DANGER. 
The announcement is made that Mr. Hew- 


pRIcKS has been invited to make speeches in 
Pennsylvania, and that he has accepted and 
will take the stump next week. Mr. Hen- 
DRICKS is becoming a brave man. He is a 
candidate for the Democratic nomination for 
President now, as he has been for the past 
dozen years, aud as he will continue to be so 
long as he lives. He is not the sort of man 
to take desperate chances: if he were, he 
would either have had the Presidential nom- 
ination before now, or he would have been 
placed on the list of retired candidates. He 
prefers, however, to be in constant training, 


and he hes exhibited the most remarkable 
aptitude for always being in complete har- 
mony with the prevailing sentiment of his 
chameleon qualities, cannot change oftener 
than Henpricxs. He is for hard’ money or 
soft, a strict constructionist or latitudinarian, 
an extremist or a conservative, as occasion 
demands. He is prepared on the shortest 
notice to come forward a8 8 Democrat of 
Senator McDonatp's style or a8 @ Democrat 
of the Voonners school, and he is on the 
most intimate terms with both these gentle- 
men. He manages to be all things to all 
men who are in a position to assist him in 
his Presidential aspirations. 

Nevertheless Mr, Hunprroxs seems to have 
abandoned his usual caution in consenting to 
make speeches in the East at this critical 
period of the campaign. The situation is 
complicated enough to embarrass evet so 
experienced and accomplished a trimmer as 
he has proved himself to be. There is no 
danger of his doing anything so rash as poor 
old Mr. Tuurman did; he will not declare 
himself so definitely as to exclude all hope 
of extrication ; he will not burn the bridges 
behind him so as to cut off the opportunity 
for retreat. But it will puzzle him to make 
any speech at this time that may not injure 
him. He has on one side the fate of the 
Democratic party in Ohio when given up to 
the fiat craze; on the other side he finds 
that the Democrats in Indiana made soft 
money available to their ends; in front of 
him he has the experiment of a Democratic 
alliance in Massachusetts with Communism 
and Fiatism under the leadership of Brn 
Burier, the result of which no man can 
foretell, All this is perplexing enough, but 
the situation is made stiil more embarrass- 
ing by the fact that he is going to 
make speeches in Pennsylvania, where the 
temper of the people on the currency issue 
of the day is as yet untried, and uncertain at 
the best. Of course there is but one thing 
Henpricxs can do, He will plant one foot 
firmly in Ohio and the other foot firmly in 
Indiana, and, thus straddling two States and 
two sets of ideas, he will seek to convince the 
Pennsylvania people of bis colossal capacity 
for getting on both sides of a question, no 
matter how widely they may be separated. 
But the experiment is a dangerous one. To 
offend the soft-money lunatics of his own 
State will certainly be fatal to him, and yet 
the result in Ohio indicates that his identifi- 
cation with the Ewixe and VoorHEES wing 
of the party may be equally fatal to him. 
We have the greatest confidence in Henp- 
Ricks’ capacity for straddling, but to stretch 
over the two States of Ohio and Indiana may 
prove to be too great an undertaking even for 
him. He would do better not to make any 
speeches. 


THE OHIO AND INDIANA ELECTIONS. 

A careful review of the recent elections in 
Ohio and Indiana will reveal the hopeless- 
ness of the associated political factions 
known Collectively as the ** National party.” 
The Resumption act was passed in 1875 to 
take effect on the Istof January, 1879. As 
the day fixed for resumption got nearer, the 
opposition to that measure grew more in- 
tense, and foreed into closer union all the 
elements of opposition. The repeal of the 
Resumption act and the issue of more legal- 
tender paper became the declared policy, and 
led to the organization of a distinct and 
separate party. At the Presidential election 
in 1876 this party claimed the votes of the 
people. Ir that year the State of Ohio voted 
for the Republican party, giving about 5,000 
majority, and Indiana voted forthe Demo- 
cratic party by from 6,000 to 8,000 
majority. Since then two years have passed 
away, during which the whole subject has 
been discussed thoroughly. The time fixed 
for resumption has approached so near as to 
be less than eighty days distant, and the ne- 
cessity fora ‘‘ public uprising” to protest 
against it and to insist upon its repeal, if 
such was the sentiment of the people, ad- 
mitted of no delay. The October election 
was the time to speak, if ever; then was the 
occasion for the new party to exhibit its con- 
tempt for both the old partiés by an expres- 
sion of that sentiment, which it claimed to 
be universal in the country. Less than 
ninety days was to intervene between the 
election, and the time fixed for specie pay- 
ments, and to avert that ‘‘awful calamity,” 
as it was represented to be, demanded, 
and did: elicit, the vote and earnest ef- 
fort of every National in the two States. 
What is the result? Ohio has elected the 
Republican ticket by about the same majority 
that it did in 1876, and Indiana has elected 
the Democratic ticket by about the same 
majority that. it did in 1876, The one State 
remains Republican and the other remains 
Democratic. No more change or disturbance 
of the ascendency or strength of the re- 
spective parties has taken place than if there 
had been no National party or had -been no 
National ticket before the people. There 
have been some changes in officers elected in 
local districts. Thus the City of Cincinnati 
elects two Republican Congressmen to suc- 
ceed two Democrats. In Indianapolis a 
union of Democrats, and Nationalists, and 
members of the Methodist Church elected a 
Greenback Democrat to Congress in place of 
a Republican ; a somewhat similar combina- 
tion elected a Democrat to Congress in Terre 
Haute in place of Gen. Hunter; while 
the First District of Indiana, which for 
thirty-four years has never failed to elect a 
Democrat, this year elected a Republican to 
Congress. The Democrats of Ohio last 
winter re-districted the State for Congress, 
and gained some members by the operation. 
These changes and losses and gains were 
due more or less to local causes, and were 
confined to special offices; but the general 
political character of the vote in Ohio and 
Indiana was unchanged, Ohio remaining 
Republican by its ordinary majority, and 
Indiana remaining Democratic by its usual 
majority. The popular vote of the Nation- 
alists, though specie payments were only 
eighty days off, was not increased, and 
in no ingtance in either State 
was a Nationalist candidate elected 
to any office except when he was also the 
candidate of another party. Alone, the Na- 
tionalists cut no more figure in the election 
than did the Temperance party. They did 
pot, despite the emergency of the financial 
sitnation, increase their aggregate vote cast 
at the previous election. Taken as the sole 
and avowed representatives of the opposition 
to the Resumption law, they are less than 
one in twenty of the people of the two 
States. 

In Ohio the Republican party generally 
made a firm and resolute defense of honest 
money and specie payments; in a few in- 
stances, candidates personally weakened, 
and lost votes by the proceeding. 

In Indiana the Republican party did not 
take as strong grounds in favor of honest 
money as it should have done, and lost the 
advantage which otherwise it would have 
had. In that State, too, those candi- 
dates who weakened to conciliate the 
Nationalists lost favor and_ s«natained | 


| defeat, because -on such a question as 
money of coin value and fiat money there 
can be no equivocation or compromise. 
That issue must be met directly and fairly. 

It will be ‘seen, then, that, so far as these 
elections determine anything, both the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican parties have main- 
tained their organizations intact, have suf- 
fered no general loss or control, and have 
been in no wise weakened or destroyed by 
the third party or Nationalists, which seems 
to have gained so little of public confidence 
that it is nothing but a guerrilla combination 
of politicians to trade votes in close districts 
for offices. The question remains just where 
it was. On the Ist of January, greenbacks 
will be legally equal to and exchangeable for 
coin. The whole paper currency, which 
has for some months been practically at par, 
will then be |so legally. Resumption will 


not likely to produce the least disturbance 
in values, which are now practically at par 
with coin. The country will then have a 
test of the ability to maintain specie pay- 
ments. ‘Khat will have to be determined by 
experience. If our exports continue to ex- 
ceed our imports as they have done for two 
or three years, then the large flow of coin to 
this country will continue, and the national 
wealth increase, Coin will become in uni- 
versal use. To one-half the adult population 
the use of coin as part of the general cur- 
rency is something they have never experi- 
enced. Specie payments having been re- 
sumed, and coin become of general use as 
money, it will then be a question whether the 
paper currency shall be maintained in whole 
or in part by the Government. The ability 
of the Government to maintain coin redemp- 
tion for a part of the paper currency will have 
some weight in deciding whether the United 
States will adopt the system of England, 
France, and Germany of leaving the issue of 
paper money to private capital, but amply 
secured against loss and always redeemable 
in coin on demand, or whether it will take 
upon itself the issue of all the paper money 
of the country. We do not know of any 
paper money which is a legal-tender issued 
by any Government which is at par with 
coin; experience has shown this to bé an 
embarrassing policy. If the United States 
should, however, resort, as was the policy 
before 1862, to the issuing of Treasury notes 
receivable for all public dues, but not legal- 
tender in payment of private debts, the 
problem of furnishing the country with a 
national paper currency might perhaps be 
solved satisfactorily. In the meantime, on 
the Ist of January greenbacks will be re- 
deemable in coin; the Resumption act can- 
not well be repealed until March, 1881, and by 
that time the experience of the country will 
have determined many questions, and will 
have settled that the people have no use for 
the ‘‘ National party.” 


The fight of the VANDERBILT children over 
the old Commodore’s willis going on now in 
New York with unabated vigor and bitterness. 
Concerning the Commodore’s belief in Spirit- 
ualism, Mrs. Bisnop, who declares that she is 
‘*not a Spiritualist, but believes in Gop,” testi- 
fied Tuesday a3 follows:

lation from his dead son, Geores, advising him to 
make his son, Witttam H.. his head man, as the 
giris did not know how to take care of money, and 
CORNELIUS was an invalid, and should be sent to 
an asylum ;‘vefore the husband of deponent died, 
in 1874, the Commodore told him that he nad had 
a revelation from his wife, in which she directed 
him to leave all hia property to Witt H.

VaANpErRBILT; be said he 
‘ had heard the conversation she had nad with the 
Commodore; he proposed that she should cail on 
father next day and tell him that the spirits could 
do nothing for her. but that they had told her to 
tell him to leave all his property to WitiiaM: she 
objected, but he said that he would give her what 
she wanted if she followed his instructions; she 
finally consented, and tne next day at noon called 
and told the Commodore what W1.L1am had direct- 
ed her to; the old man answered thgi he had re- 
ceived the sdme advice from the spirit of his dead 
wife; when withess left the office, WiLLIaM met 
herin the same place as On the previous day, and 
offered her $50, which she refused to accept.

But this is not the end of his ‘‘fiatism,” for the 
answer goes On to say that this agreement was 
~ oN with the consent of one Lewis, the attorney 
of the Company, and that with the said Lewis was 
aiso made a verbal contract ‘‘with the additiona: 
stipulation, to-wit: That, in consideration that 
detendant, MATHERS, should assist said Lewis to 
collect stock debts due said Company by the Jack- 
sonville branch thereof, defendant should be re- 
leased from alj liabihty to said Company or ita 
assignees, and défendant avers that he did perform 
said stipulated service.”’ That is to say, that he 
agreed with the agent of the ‘‘flat’’ Insurance 
Company in the first instance to induce his fellow- 
citizens to subscribe to the stock of the Company, 
and that when he found he was caught in the trap 
he assisted the agent to collect the stock debts 
from the victims whow he had assisted to decoy.

15 Gramercy Park, New York, and the other to 
Gzorex W. Sir, No, 12 Wall street, New 
York, who is TiLDEN’s private secretary. The 
New York Tribune discovers that Ti.pen is 
using the same cipherin regard to his fraudu- 
lent income-tax returns that he employed in 
communicating with Margsie, Woouey. and 
Corie in Florida, when instructing them to 
buy an Electoral vote, providing the price did 
not exceed $50,009. We think it is about time 
that he changed his apher.

Concerning the Arkansas 
Complication, 


Conditions under Which the 
Federal Troops May Be 
Employed. 


Not Until the Civil Officers Have 
Tried Again and Failed. 


The Real Reason Why Ben Hill No Longer 
Supports the Administration. 


MILITARY ASSISTANCE. 

IT CAN ONLY BE USED AFTER THB CIVIL 
AUTHORITIES HAVE EXHAUSTED THEIR POW- 
EKS. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasaincton, D. C., Oct. 11.—The Attorney- 

General bas given an opinion to Secretary Sher- 

manin regard to the rigbt of the President to 

use troops against the illicit distillers in Ar- 
kansas. The opinion is of importance as cov- 
ering the whole question of the authority of the 

President under existing laws, and without dis- 

regarding the late posse-comitatus clause of the 

Army bill, touse the troops to execute the United 

States laws whenever it is impossible to enforce 

them by ordinary means. The opinion recites 

precedents in which military assistance has been 
rendered to Marshals in discharging their 
duties when opposed by a force which 
they could not successfully contend 
against. The Attorvey-Geueral holds, however, 
that under the restrictions of the posse-comi- 
tatus clause pussed at the last session it is 
not competent for the Marshal to calk directly 
upon any portion of the army to aid him in the 
capacity of a posse. The Attorney-General 
cites sections 5,298 and 5,209 of the Revised 

Statutes, authorizing the President to employ 

the land and naval forces to execute a judicial 

process or disperse unlawful combinations for 
the purpose of resisting the laws of the United 

States. He takes the ground, however, that, 

while the power given to the ciyil authorities to 

deal with such questions should be first ex- 
bausted before any attempt is made to employ 


troops, 
IN CASE THE PRESIDENT DECIDES 

that an emergency has arisen which demands 
military aid for the support of United States 
officers, then he must proceed under Sec. 5,300, 
which provides that whenever in the judgment 
of the Prestions it becomes pecessary to use the 
military forces under the section which pre- 
cedes it he shall forthwith by proclamation 
command the insurgeuts to disperse and retire 
peaceably to their homes within a specilied 
time. 

As to the particular case presented in Arkan- 
sas, the Attorney-General gives the opinion that 
it does not appear that the means at con- 
trol of the civil officers of the United 
States have ali been exhausted, and he therc- 
fore thinks there should be po present use of 
troops. If, after employing all the means 
which the law supplies, these distillers cannot 
be overcome and made to submit to the law, 
then the President can, if he chooses, proceed 
to issue his proclamation, and follow it with 
ordering the troops to co-operate with the 
Marshals. In pursuance of this opinion, the 
Collector at Little Rock has been instructed to 
employ as an army ali the deputics needed to 
capture the distillers, and to act against them 
with the utmost vigor. he, in connection 
with the United States Marshal, cannot dis- 
lodgé or capture the force, then it is regarded 
as certain the 

THE PRESIDENT WILL PROCEED, 
according to the forms set forth in the statute 
above, to turnish all needed military aid. 

The questions involved in this case were ¢on- 
sidered at some length in the Cabinet meeting. 
They are deemed very important, as they apply 
not only to numerous cases of resistance to the 
law by the illicit distilling industry of the 
South, but the same principles are applicable to 
such steps as have been decided on to prevent 
lawless interference with the Republicans in 
Sumter County, 8. C., where two of Wade 
Hampton’s aids have taken a prominent part at 
the bead of armed bands in interfering with the 
Republican campaign iu that county.

Wasninoton, D. C., Oct. 11.—After a con- 
sultation between the President, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and the Attorney-General, it 
has been decided that troops cannot now be 
used to aid the interna!l-revenue officials in 
Arkansas in breaking up the illicit distilleries, 
as requested by Coliector Wheeler, at Little 
Rock, and the following telegram has been seut 
to that officer: 

It is decided not to invoke the aid of wilitary 
force to enforce the laws until you have exhausted 
ailother means. You are authorized to employ as 
large a force as you think necessary to enable you 
to scize the stills and secure the arrest of the of- 
fenders referred to in your letter of the 3d instant. 
If you cannot arm the force, inform me what you 
need, and arms will be ordered from here. Cali 
upon the Marshal to assist you with all the means 
athiscommand. Organizeaforce strong enough 
to overcome the resistance without bloodshed, if 
possible. Act prompily and vigeronsiy and en- 
force the laws at ail hazards. Inform this office 
by telegraph of your action.

At the Cabinet meeting the subject was briefly 
discussed, and the opinion of the Attornev-Gen- 
eral was read. In effect itis tnat the civil au- 
thorities must exbaust all means to enforce the 
laws before the military can be cailed upon. 
Should it be shown that the civil authorities are 
powerless to execute the laws the President 
will issue his proclamation commanding the 
offenders to cease their violations of the law, 
and if not obeyed the military will be employed 
to break up such illicit stills.

CHEYENNE BUTCHERS. 
Complaint from a Surgeon Who Followed 
in Their Trail. 

To the Rditor ef The Tribune. 

Wa-Keeney, Kan., Oct. 9.—Having seen in 
Tue TrRipUNE and other papers, for several 


| days back, varied reports of the depredations. 


committed by the Cheyenne Indians on their 
recent raid through this country, and having at 
hand the true state of the case trom a personal 
observation, I would iay the facts before you for 
publication, if you see fit at this late day. On 
Wednesdey, the 2d, I received a telegram from 
Buffalo to come to that point, aud prepared to 
go {to the Sappa Creek, sixty miles north, in 
Decatur County, to attend those who had been 
wounded by Indians. In company with Dr. 
Gauchenaur, of Ellis, and a bodyguard of six- 
teen mounted men, we setout. For forty miles 
north of the Kansas Pacific Road no depreda- 
tious haa been committed, the Indians evidently 
being anxious to get along as rapidiv as possi- 
ble at this point. On the north fork of the 
Solomon River they 

BEGAN THEIR DEVILTRY, 
firing upon two land-seekers traveling in a 
wagon. One of the men was wounded in. such 
a mauner as to prove speedily fatal. The 
other, running his horses for about ten miles, 
escaped, aud warned the settlers on Sappa 
Creek, out no attention was paid tothe warn- 
ing, so often, lateiv, bad the same kina of 
reports been made. On the following morning 
the Indians came suddenly into the Valley of 
the Sappa and commenced their damnable 
work, killing the settlers in the fields, after 
having made the strongest protestations of 
friendship. Before leaving this stream they 
had killed outright seventeen men and left four 
more wounded. Nor were these the whole of 
their outrages. Women were ravished 
and left insensible, children stripped 
naked and leit upon the prairie, 
and stock destroyed and driven oil. 
After having taken care of those wounded at 
this point. all of whom wil probablv recover, 
we were about starting fof Beaver Creek, when 
news was brought by a courier that there was 
no demand for us there. All who bad remaine ] 
there had been 

KILLED AND MUTILATED 
in the most horrible manner. Ab6 all these 
places those living along the trail over which 
the Indians passed were robbed of all thev fos- 
sessed, and many women and children left desti- 
tute. The towns along the Kansas Pacific Road 
near where the crossing was made were ina 
fever of excitement, and made repeated de 
mands to the Governor and otbers in authority 
for arms, which were disregarded until after the 
davger anticipated had passed br, and the red 
devils were beyond their reach. In fact, 
on the day we were summoned to 
proceed to the wounded, a tcicgram 
passed through here trom headquarters at 
Leavenworth, stating that there was net the 
least danger along the road: that there were 
no Indians iu this section of country. Horrible 
as this destruction of life and property may 
be, it 

SEEMS DOUBLY 80 TO Us, 
who believe that, bad proper measures been 
adopted, which might have been done, in view 
of the tacts known at headquarters, this might 
have been prevented. The settlers were not 
only willing but anxious, had they received the 
arms they requested, to have turnea out en 
masse and intercepted the passage of the I[n- 
dians north. Twelve soldiers were stationed 
near the point where the Indians weré expected 
to cross. At this point the settlers were con- 
siderably alarmed, but 

WITHOUT THE SLIGHTEST GROUNDS, 
for the indians approached no town on their 
course. Moreover, they nave never been known 
for years to cross this road on their passages to 
and fro cast of the cattle-trail at Buffalo. As 
nearly as I can learn, about thirty were killed 
between this road and the Union Pacific Rail- 
road, and six wounded. Three Indians were 
killed. ‘These are the facts, as observed by my- 
self. J. W. Scott, M. D., 
Wa-Keeney, Trego County, Kan.

OBERLIN, Decatur Co., Kan., Oct. 3.—For 
the past ten or twelve days our little town has 
been regaled daily with news coming up from 
the Kansas Pacitic Railroad,—the report stating 
that the Indians were gathering in force néar 
Buffalo Station, with the intention of going 
north and joining Sitting Bull’s body of Sioux. 
The men engaged in hauling goods from Buf- 
falo to this place would bring reports that no 
Indians were in the vicinity of the above place, 
and none bad been seen or beard of, and soon 
the cry of Indians, like that of Wolf, became 
unheeded, On Monday morning, the 
B0th inst., a man came from  (/Prairie- 
Dog Creek, about twelve miles south of 
this, for a physician to go over and see a man 
who had been shot by Indians on the North 
Fork of the Solomon, ten miles south of the 
Prairie Dog. Onarriving at the Prairie Dog 
he found the settlers had deserted their homes 
and had taken their familics to the house 
where the wounded man was lying. The In- 
dians had made their appearance about sun- 
rise at Prairie Dog, but had done no damage 
bevond destroying the effects of Mr. Peck, who 
keeps a small store, and is tne Postmaster of 
the locality. They left for the north, and a 
party of thiry men started in pursuit. Thev 
struck the Sappa Creek about six miles above 
this place, and then their bellisw and brutal 
instincts began to develép themselves. They 
remained between the porth and south forks of 
the Sappa, and onthe divide north of the for- 
mer, and during the day they killed and wound- 
ed eighteen, a listof whomis appended. On 
Monday night, all the settlers who were able to 
do so, from the forks of the Sappa, gathered 
» here and orvanized a company of about twenty- 
five men, who joined the company from Prairie 
Dog, making a force of fifty-five determined 
men, tolerabiy wel! armed, and eager to avenge 
the murder of their neighbors and com- 
rades. They camped at night in the 
vicinity of the Indians, and the next 
morning followed the red devils to the vicinity 
of Beaver Creck, where, about noon, they were 
joined by three companies of cavalry ang one of 
infantry, when the main body of the settlers re- 
turned. Two of the Indians were killed by the, 
settiers: one was taken. awav by bis friends, 
and the scalp of the other adorns the beit of 
the leader of the settlers’ party. 

The Indians did not seem to be a regular war 
party, as they were not in war paint, and did 
not scalp their victims, and only seemed dis- 
posed to kill when a man stood in their wav, 
when he had horses or other property that thev 
wanted: and two boys that they had captured 
aud taken to camp they, alter keeping thema 
few hours, released. 

Mr. Lang and his son, a boy about 12 years of 
age, and two young ladies who were coming to 
town with bim, were met by three Indians, who 
shook hands with the whole party, and while 
doing so shot Mr. L. and his sou, killing them 
jnstantiv. Tobey then took the giris from the 
wagon, stripped their clothing neariv off, took 
them to the creck, aud kept them from 9 o'clock

Creek on Mondav had a very marrow escape, as 
he passedl between two bodies of Indians, who 
Were Dot over a quarter of a mile on cither side 
of him ; put, fortunateiy for his sealplock, they 
did not see him, they coming on the uplands 
through ravines leading from the creek to the 
divide. 

Mr. Smith, one of the killed, was shot four 
times by arrows, and twice by bullets before he 
fell. He was left for dead, and afterwards 
crawled half a mile with one arm shattered and 
faint from loss of blood, to some bushes, where 
he was found still living, tweoty-four Lours 
from the time he was shot, and lived tea. hours 
after that before he died. His son, with him at 
the time, was shot at seven times with a Win- 
chester rifle, at a distance ranging drom six to 
forty feet, and stranyve to say, never received a 
scratch, he in the meantime pushing the Indian 
from his pony twice with a pitchfork. 

Chis is one of the most horrible massacres 
that this section of the State of Kansas has 


. ever experienced, and will long be remembered 


by the ¢urvivors. All the settlers left their 
household goods and provisions. in order to 
save their lives, and the red devils destroyed 
everything they could not carry away, and the 
Government would only be duing its duty by 
supplying settlers with arms and ammunition 
and. provisions for the coming winter, as there 
will be much suffering if it is not done. Our 
little town has escaped thus far, but the blow 
is likely to descend at any time. Oberlin is sit- 
uated néar the centre of Decatur County, fifty- 
five miles north of Buffalo Station on the Kan- 
sa8 Pacific Railroad, on the north side of Sappa 
Creek, and is the point of trade for a large 
scope of country.

P.8.-A report has just come in that ten 
more dead bodies have becn found on’ the 
north fork of the Sappa, and that the Beaver 
Creek settiement has been horribly butchered, 
the details of which are much worse than that 
of the Sappa.

TILDEN’S CIPHER. 


Was Samuel J. a Party to the Rascality in 
Florida ?—Some Strong Evidence to Show 
that He Was. 

Vew York Tribune. 

A prominent Democratic politician and ex- 
State Sehator of this State, who was conspicu- 
ous ag one Of Tilden’s supporters in the Presi- 
dential ¢ampaign, was asked to-day, among 
other things, if he believed that these dispatches 
could bave been sent and received at Tilden’s 
house without his knowledge of their existence. 

He said: ‘*On the contrary, I know that Til- 
den knew everything im relation to them. The 
late Mr. Orton, in reply to-my question whether 
any of these dispatches were dclivered person- 
ajiv to: Mr. Tilden, assured me that Mr. Tilden 
had reccived many of them, and had read them 
before showing them to any one else.”’ 

‘*Have you heard any expressions from any 
other Democrats in regard to these dis- 
patches ¢?? 

‘Yes: I have talked with several Democrats. 

nd they coincide with me. Ihave not heard 
ft: honest Democrat, vot connected directly 

ith the cabals, attempt todenv the truth!/ul- 
pess of the dispatches.” 

“What do youtbink of Mr. Tilden’s pros-

Hawthorne died un- 
attended in @ hotel bed at Plymouth, N. H., 
while making an excursion with his schoolmate 
and benefactor, ex-President Pierce. They 
found him dead when thev opened the room. 
Death haa entered goftly, like one of the quaint 
turns in his stories, and put the shades sudden- 
iy. upon the lights of his dreams, Old Longfel- 
low was a collegemate of Hawthorne in the 
rugged, Scotic-like land of Maine. Burns lived 
as the hater of intolerance and the illustrator of 
homely peasant love and joys; Hawthorne as 
the hater of intelerance, too, and the friend of 
vhildreu’s joys. 


LABOR MARKET. 


Work for Those Who Want ft. 

Whatever may be said to the contrary, it muat 
be apparent to the observer that there is ap equi- 
librium between labor and capital in Chicago to- 
day, as there everis. In thé palmiest days of the 
city’s prosperity the supply and demand were 
never more nearly equalized than at the present 
time. Itistrue that there are men out of em- 
ployment, but the number is far less than might 
be supposed. It isalso true that some concerns 
are employing all the men they can get, and have 
rot enough to keep up with their orders. A _ large 
establishment informed a :eporter for Tus TRIBUNE 
that they had work ordered for three monthe in ad- 
vance, and were ruuning their factory to its ut- 
most Capacity, and were anable to get enough of 
the kind of men they wished toemploy. Another 
concerh engaged in the manufacturing business, 
and employing 400 men, had all the men they 
wanted, and had but few applications for labor. A 
reporter of Tux Trisunge, who has pashed his in- 
vestigations with tireless energy into all corners 
of the city, and who has visited all kinds of bouses, 
is eutirely anable to tind that 

DESTITUTION, AND SUFFERING, AND WANT 
concerning which so much bag been said. He 
finds, onthe contrary, that most good, honest, 
faithful men are at work, and are receiving good 
wages for their labour. The prevailing wages for 
common taberers throughout the city are from 
$1.25 to $1.50 perday. whichis enough to keep 
any laboring man comfortably, and supply his 
family with the necessities of life. A stove mana- 
luciory is ping 150 meu from $1.50 to $2. 50 per 
day. A Dridge-consiruction company is payiug 
o0O men an averaye of $1.25 per day, 
and mechanics $2.50 per day. A. furni- 
ture factory is paying from $1.25 to 
$1.50 per.day. A floumog-mill is paying 100 men 
$1. 50 to $2 per day, and so on throughout the city. 
These are the facts. and any one with the intelii- 
yeuce of a child can readily determine whetner 
life can be maintained with any sort of decency 
and comfort at these prices. Work is more abun- 
dant, prices are generally higher, and the vaiue of 
money is greater now thau it was a year ago, while 
there are indications of a retarning era of pros- 
perity and activity. 

‘* What wages are you getting?’’ asked the re- 
porier of an honest-looking workman who sat on 
the grase, with his wite and child by his side, eat- 
ing the dinner they had just brought him. 

‘* Two dollars a-day,”’ was the reply. 

** Have you had steady employment throaghout 
the summer?” 

‘* Yes ”’ 

‘*Do you expect steady work at that price 
through the winter?” 

‘Te 

‘Dod you see any men around here who want 
work: 

‘*Notmany. Doyou want to hire a couple?” 

** No; I understood the workingmen were dying 
off by hundreds because they cannot get emplov- 
ment, aud I wanted to learn bow many deaths had 
occurred around here from that cause.” 

The man laughed. ‘* I aave not beard of any,” 
he replied. ‘‘Sometimes men come here and want 
work, and they generally get it.” 

‘*Do many come here to ask your boss for 
work?" 

‘* Not many now. There were more six weeks or 
a month ago taan now.” 

A teamster on West Twenty-second street was 
getting $9 a week and had permanent emp!oyment 
fortne winter. Fifty men on the Lincoin street 
sewer were getting $1. 25, $1.50, and $2 per day. 

‘* Do you think there are 
A SURPLUS OF MEN SEEKING EMPLOYMENT!” 
asked the reporter of a concern employing 500 
men. 

‘* [should not think there was a great surpius of 
r mpemployed men. There are fewer men asking 
for work thie year than last year. We have afew 
applications now, but not many.” 

One or two conccrus were found yesterday which 
were preying as jow a*$laday for common labor. 
They claimed that they were able to get all the nen 
tuey wanted at that price, and that there were 
more men looding for work whg did not get it. 
This looked more like a lack of d@mand for bone 
and muscie than anvthing the reporter found in 
his tour of duty. Nowhere were idle Men encoun- 
tered looking on in groups with ionging eyes at 
their more fortunate companions who had secured 
a joo, as was frequently the case formerly. The 
hum of busy wheels, the welcome sound of indus- 
try. and bustle, and activity, appear on all 
hands, and a cheerful, bealthy look is on the coun- 
tenances of business men. ‘he manufacturers of 
Chicago appear to have all they can do, and their 
machinery ie constantly tn motion to supply the 
demand for their products. 

A shop. which employs 350 men pays the 
workmen 10 cents and 12% cents an hour, Tie 
Superintendent of this concern Was inicrrogated

THE LABOR QUESTION. 
Hesaid: ‘‘Idon’t think there 1s any great dis 
tress Ou account of a lack of employment for labor- 
ing men inthiscity Some ofthese men who are out 
of employment and making so Much noise about 
it wouldnt work for$l0aday. ‘They don't want 
work. They want io be idie at the expense of the 
community.” ; 

‘* Have you many apviications for labor?" 

**Not as many now as a few weeks ago.” 

This was the unvarying testimony, repeated 
over and over again. The packing-houses and 
Ktock- Yards will soon bein operation, giving em- 
ployment to a large number of men. On the other 
baud, a jarge amount of shipping will soon be laid 
up im the Chicago harbor, and a great many wen 
wiil be turned out for the winter, Ti#ese men wil! 
have to be provided for, and will have to distribute 
themecives over the city in the varivus eos- 
tubiishments of Chicago, as best they cua. 
Duubtless the buik of them will be 
able to find something todo. There may be, and 
will be, individual cases of suffering, aud dondtiess 
s0le pour people will be unabie Ww gel money with 
which to supply thelr necessities durmg the long, 
cold months of the coming winter. These cases, 
however, will be exceptional, and not in such 
numbers as to Cause alarm, Or tu cause the heart to 
be bowed down with grief on account of the bup- 
iees Condilivu of the pour, whu have bu meaus of 
relief. 

‘* it is not difficult for the majority of men who 
want work to get it,’’ remarkea a -yentleman whvu 
had a large number of meu under his control, yes- 
terday ‘*There has nut been a time for several 
years When there was less clamor fur work than 
there is nuw,’’ said the same gentieman. **Il do 
not think there is any disiress in the city at the 
present timetor the iack of -labor,”’ said he fur- 
ther. ‘“‘If menare reliable, aud willing to werk, 
there is every indicativu that they Can get it.”’ 

With the prices Of provisions as tney are, and 
the demand fur labor as great ae it is at present, 
there is every indication that the workingmen as a 
Class will get on very well. Duubtiess, times wil! 
cuntinue steadily to improve. There wili not be a 
time Iu the immediate future When there will be a 
less demand for labor than there is now. ‘This 
luvestigation shows every evidence of increased 
aclivily On the part of every department ef indus- 
try, aud an increase of wages. All the indications 
ure encouraging. The ouly way fur honest men to 
yet a living is to wurk for 1 ‘Trades- Unions, 
strikes, anu rivets will mvt fill the- pockets of work- 
inginen with mouey or their stomachs with nour- 
ishment. To try Ww live without work is not a 
pew experiment, @ud it has failed so often that it 
ought be abanduned by thoughtful and sensible 
lich .

ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


A. T. Stewart & Co. Censured. 

The inquest in the case of John Burke, killed by 
an elevator accident in A. T. Stewart's Building, 
on the 4th inet.. was continued at the West 
Twelfth Street Station by Deputy-Coroner Korn 
at 10:30 o’ciock yesterday morning. Leonard 
Swett and Alexander Sullivan represented the 
widow. The testimony was aearly all of an expert 
character. Thomas W. Eaton, a machinist of 76 
Michigan street, was the first witness. Had ex- 
amined the elevatorin A. T. Stewart's since the 
accidentat the requestof Mr. Alexander Sullivan ; 
had twenty-five years’ experience as a machinist. 
Had made a thorough examination, and had found 
the elevator, when he saw it, In fair cunning 
order. Took the top part of the cage apart, and 
took out the eafety-pawis, and found ope 
of them bent, snowing that it had partly 
engaged with the téeth of the - ratchet, 
and the other one, the piece thatheid it, was 
partly torn loose from the beam of the cace. Ont- 
side of that he could not gee but that the elevator 
was in good order. It had no signs of having been 
repaired since the accident. The reason of the 
fail was because the ‘safety-pawls did not hold it. 
Their desigu was to holathe elevator in place 
when the wire slacked after the weight was thrown 
fromit. The pawls were not clogged; there was 
some gammy grease found in the slides when he 
took the pawls apart. He tested them in several! 
different ways and found them in good working 
order, sothat they would hold the cage in any 
position in which he tried it. Had they been in 
working order at time of the accident 
there is no reason but that they 
should have stopped the fall of the elevator. 
Hie presumed that the machinery was outof order. 
He thought that it was not as safe as it might be 
for human life. The use of the pawls was to stop 
the fall of the elevator, whether the cable slack- 
ened or became broken. or whenever the weight 
was taken from the cable. There was enongh 
grease and gum in the safety-pawlsto stop their 
easy working. He considered all elevators safe if 
the machinery was in order. Was always enabled 
to find the. cause of the pawle failing to act, ex- 
cept in this case; otherwise the elevator appeared 
to be yn firat-class order. The grease, he thought, 
was no impediment to the prompt action of the 
safety-pawis. The elevator was like many others in 
use in the city, in general appearance. If the cables 
weighed 400 pounds, and the elevator was halfway 
up the building. the excessive weight on either side 
would not exceed 100 or 150 pounds, not sufficient 
for the prevention of the running of the safety- 
pawis. The number of trips made by the elevator 
would not affect them, as they were stationary. 
The gummy grease might prevent their acting. An 
inspection might not have discovered the gummy 
grease even if it had been made once a week. or 
made a week before. Examining elevators once a 
week was wore than was usual. He could not say 
that it was necessary to have examinations more 
than once @ week. The life-saving precautions 
were about the usual ones in mercantile establish- 
ments, and above the average of some. The ele- 
vator had two cables. There was, he thought, evi- 
dence of carelessness or negligence In CcConuection 
with this elevator. He examined the drum 
and shart, but not especially. Saw no alarm be!l|\- 
cord mm the hatch-wayv. [There was an alarm-bell. } 
It is not- usual to haVe an alarm-bell to notify the 
engineer in case of accident to elevators, 

THOMAS MONAGHAN, 
Am not a licensed engineer; am a fireman: did 
notrun the engine, but was in charge of the en- 
gine atthe time of the accident. In 1875 1 was 
employed at the North Chicago Rolling Mills as an 
engineer in the south puddling-mill, and had 
charge of six boilers andan engine. Am willing 
to be examined by an inspector as to competency 
as av engineer. 
D. W. M’GILLICUDDY, 
another expert, of 101 Winchester avenue swore 
that he was engineer for Johu VY. Farwe!! & Co, 
since 1869. Made an inspection of Stewart's ele- 
vator at the request of tac engineer. Found the 
platform Jp the basement on Wednesday afternoon 
last. T pawis were op the platform; they aad 
been taxen out; he placed them in position on top 
of the cross-veam. set them into the teeth of the 
racket, and then measured from centre to centre of 
the holes in those pawls; placed the rods of the 
pawis in position and measured the centre of holes 
from them; found them long enough, with three- 
eighths of an inch to spare in throwing the pawls 
in place in the back part of the ratchet where they 
pelonged. Found the engine in good running order. 
Considered the elevator safe; it was like that jn 
use in Farwell's. Thought weekly inspection suf- 
ficient. Considered the elevator safe. As to the 
pawls working, 1t depended upon the position of 
the platform. If an obstruction came on the front 
of the platform it would throw the crosa-beam for- 
ward; it would throwit sothat the pawl wouid 
strike on the edge of the tooth and prevent the 
paw from going in. Tne witness had a diagram 
yy which he explained his theory. Any pawis 
would act the same way as these had done under 
similar circumstances. 
MR. EATON 
recalled. Found the pawls about 5-16 of dn 
inch short; they mightact all rightas they were, 
but they were not long enough to reach to the 
bottom of the teeth. If the elevator was thrown 
on one side it wouid not prevent the pawls from 
working: was a ‘manufacturer of elevators; the 
pawls could not Bave bein in good condition or 
they would haye acted when the elevator dropped 
and hela it. 

Joon Davis was recalled. Had 'known of cases 
where the fore part of the platform was thrown 
out of place and the pawls wouldnotact. Beiieved 
the wheel of the truck had caughtin the platiorm 
and hed allowed the rope to unwind, and thus pre 
verited the paws from acting. 

This concinded the testimouy, and the jury re- 
tired to deliberate upon 

A VERDICT. 

After about two bourse anda half deliberation 
they brought in the following verdict: 

We, the jury, find that Johan Burke came to hisdeath 
by the fallof ancievator of A. T. Stewart & Co., von 
Wabash avenue, and trom the evidenee before us, we, 
the jury, veieVe safi elevator was not in proper order. 


WHISKY. 


The Distillers’ Coaference with Comiunis- 
sioner Raum, 

The conference yesterday forenoon between 
Commissioner Raum and the city distillers, who 
were represented by Messrs. Shufeldt, Burroughs, 
and Rost, and their attorney, Maj. Kirkland, 
was of more than ordinary interest t the mannu- 
facturers of spirits. The Major presented the 
Commissioner with a long and ably prepare! brief 
reciting the grievances under which the distillinz 
interest has been obliged to operate as the result 
of the technical stringency of the regulations. 
These complaints were described at length two 
days ago in the columnsof Tur TRieune, and 
now may be briefly alluded to as the ‘** fermenting 
period,” ‘*strength of mash,” ‘* heating the 
wine-room,”’ and ‘* fictitious assessments."’ Gen. 
Raum listened attentively to the reading of the 
document, afier which a gencral discussion was 
had on the various points presented. At its con- 
clusion, he informed the Committeefthat hereafter 
the distilleries which are run on the seventy-two- 
hour plan would be surveyed or the basis of 
fourteen instead of fifteen quarts,. they 
to elect the number of gallons of 
mash {to represent one bushel of grain, and on 
this choice their capacity would be rated. He de- 
clined to allow the request for a lee-way in open- 
ing and closing tubs, so that the twenty-four-hour 
period might be constrned to begin as soon as,the 
tubs were eniptied, instead of commencing at the 
expiration of the fermenting period. His reason 
for rejecting this request was that the ‘aw was 
mandatory ,and gave itim no discretion in the 
premises. Onthe question of fictitious assess- 
ments, growing out of clerical errors and purely 
technical violations, in Which no fraud was cou 
templated, he stuted that he would recommend the 
next Congress to abate them, and he velievod suca 
would be done unhesitatingly, as it was not to the 
interest of the Government to prosecnie for any 
sucb reasons. For the present he would suspend 
the cuilection The fequest for the applica- 
tion of artificial heat in the wine-roome 
diring the winter months he saw no im 
propriety in granting. The recommendation of 
the local distillers that the same rngid en- 
forcement of the law be applied to all districts 
alike throughout the Country was promptiy ac- 
quiesced in, and the Gencral detailed at some 
length ail that had been done in the past two or 
three years to #stamp out the ** moonsiiners” and 
other illicit manufactures Of sour-masb. 

The confereuce throughout was marked by the 
beat of feeling, and at its conclusion the distillers 
Gepurted wel! satisfied with the results. 

The North Avenue Distiliery, better known as 
the Merserau house, waseold yesterday for $18, 50u 
to some parties from the country, who will imme- 
diately begin the manafactare of aleohol for ex- 
port. During the past week or ten days there has 
been a steady advance in highwines, yesterday's 
New York market standing at $1.15;—andewith a 
constantand largely-growing Gemand for export 
the prospects for the trade are brighter than they 
have been at any time ina year., | 

There is some wailing and gifishing of teeth in 
Cincinnati. Since Collecior Amor Smith took

Divers opiniens were expressed as to th 
propriety Of taking any such steps, the Chairman 
favoring it im a strong speech, in the course o! 
which ae advocated inviting the co-operation \of the 
distiilers» Tne motion was tinaliy yoted down. 
This action was but of a temporary character, ap- 
parentiy, as & motion was then put and carried 
providing for a general meeting next, riday, to 
which the brewers, distillers, and liqnor-dealers 
generaliy should be invited, for the purpose of 
taking steps to repudiate the obnoxiwus State law. 
After the tranégaction of some miscellaneous Onsi- 
ness of bo pablic interest, the Associalion ad- 
journed for one week.

LUMBER. 

An adjourned meetinz of the Lumbermen’s Ex- 
change was beld last evening at the Tremout House, 
President Dean in the chair. 

On coming 0 order, the Chairman stated that he 
supposed the meeting was principally for the pur- 
pose of comparing notes as io the success of **ine 
new departure” in witadrawing the drummers and 
raising prices, of hearing compitaimts, if there 
were any, and of learning who had tived up tothe 
agreement and who had not. He also stated that a 
number of firms outside the city had signified by 
letter their acceptance of the agreement. 

The Committee appointed at the last meeting to 
eee the railroads and Cndeavor to secure such rates 
as would prevent Joiedo from getting an auvumage 
over Chicago reported progress, and were given 
further time, 

Mr. Skeele reported that Louis Hutt had signed 
the agreement since the last meeting and several 
other city dealers had promised to do so. 

The Secretary read a circular prepared bya 
committee appointed for that purpose and sent out 
to compelling points. [twasa statement of the 
nature of the agreement entered into by sixty- 
three Chicago firms, together with the reasons for 
the agreement, and contaimed a request thatthe 
parties to whom it was sent co-operate with the 
Exchange. 

The President stated that letters had been re- 
ceived, promising to stand by the agreement, from 
the leading dealers in Davenport, Dubuque, and 
Clinton, la., Minneapolis and Hastings, Minn., 
Hannibal, Mo., and other places. 

The Secretary read the list of those firms which 
had put up checks in evidence of their good faith 
in the matter uf keeping the agreement, and called 
over the lat of those who had signed, for the pur- 
pose of seeing how many had stuck to their prom- 
ises. The responses from those present-twenty- 
eight out of the sixty-three—showed tnat al! had 
iustructed their men to come in, that most of the 
drummers had come in, and that those stil] out 
understood that they were to take no further 
orders. Inquiry also developed the fact’ thatthe 
agreemeut as to prices was being about equally 
weil observed. In order to cover any Cases of a 
departure from the new prices among those who 
had signed out were not present, a moon Was put 
and carried binding ail tirme, who had not vet 
done so, to send the new price-list to their cus- 
tomers and to stick to the same under any and all 
circumstauces. 

The meeting then adjourned until Friday even- 
ing.

RECOLLECTIONS OF WRITERS. 

Charles and Mary Cowden Clarke had a mér- 
ried lifeof forty-eight years. During all that 
time, as Mrs. Clarke writes, they were “ the 
happiest of married lovers, writing together, 
reading together, Working together, enjoying 
together the perfection of loving; literary con- 
sociation.”” The busband, known familiarly to 
his intimates as C. C. C., died a few years ago, 
bat the wife still lives on at Villa Novello, 
Genoa. Before tbeir sad separation thev had 
completed a book of recollections of distin- 


guished literary persons. This book is now

: " Peady’s writing of it in his reminiscences that it 


publisbed under the title of ** Recollections of 
Writers.” It is an entertaining, and, in a 
sense, an instructive, book. Its aim is not high, 
but it goes straight to the mark. The praise 
of certain writers at times seems excessive ; but 
this small defect is lost sight of in view of 
really valuable contributions to biography. if 
there were nothing else to commend the book, 
the good humor and reckless spirits which it 
commemorates would be sufficient. 

The Clarkes lived ina literary and musical cir- 
cle in which nearly all the men of their dav dis- 
tinguished in either direction at some time 
moved. They knew intimately John Keats, 
Leigh Hunt, Charies and Mary Lamb; Douglas 
Jerrold, and Charies Dickens. Among their 
less iamiliar acquaintances were Sheliey, Cole- 
ridge, Godwin, Hazlett, Macready, Carlyle, Men- 
deissobn, Liszt, and many others hardly less 
famous. Mrs. Clarke was the eldest daughter 
of Vincent Novello, the musician, 8nd most of 
their musical friends were known to them 
through him; while Mr. Clarke was a schvol- 
mate and intimate of John Keats, and he made 
a triend of Leigh Hunt early in life. Through 
these two, as well as by reason of his own ac- 
complishments, he met all the literary peopie 
of his day. Mrs. Clarke’s great gift to the 
world in her ** Concordance of Shakspeare ”’ also 
helpedsto introduce her and her busband to men 
of letters. 

The essay on Keats, written by C. C. C., and 

nted originally in the Gentleman's Magazine, 
was the foundation of all the otber recotlec- 
tions, and the most important of all. C. C. C. 
had a just aporeciation of Keats, even in the 
schoolboy days of the latter, when he used to 
stay indoors Guring play-hours and holidays to 
work out his Latin exercises, until he fairly had 
tobe dmven out for fresh air and excercise. 
What a pity itis that Keats, with his predispo- 
sition to consumption, was not driven out 
of doors oftener and earlier! He seems, how- 
ever, in early manhood to have been stronger 
than most young men of his age; for. though 
of small stature. he thoroughly whipyea a 
buteber-boy in a pitcbed battle over an hour long. 
Keats’ motive for fighting, every way worthy of 
him, was that he found his opponent tor- 
menting a kitten, and interfered to stop the 
torture. Still more communicative is Mr. 
Clarke’s picture of Keats listenivg in bed to 
C. C. C.’8 piadbo duwn-stairs. This incident was

sauce. 

Uf Mendelssohn Mrs. Clarke writes: 

Lateron we had the frequent delizht-of seeing 
and beartnog Felix Mendelssohn among us. Youth- 
fut years, face, and tigure, he looked almost a boy 
when he fret became kouwn to Vincent Novello, 
and was alimest boyish in bis onaffected ease, 
g00d spirits, and readimess to be delighted with 
everything dope for bim and saidto him. He was 
made mich of by bis welcomer, who so appre- 
ciated bis genius im cou position and so warmly 
extolled bis execution, buth on the organ and on 
the pianoforte, thai once when Mr, Novello was 
praising himtoan Enyvlish musical Professor of 
some note, the Profeasor said, * if you dun’t take 
care, Novello, you'll’ spoil that young man.” 
** He's too good, too genuine, te be spoiled,’’ was 
the reply. 

We had the priviiege of being with our father 
when be took young Mendelssohn to play on the 
St. Paul's organ, where his setts (at Vincent No- 
vello pupningly called them) were positively 
astounding on tae pedals of that instrument. 
Mendeissohn’s organ pedal- playing was a real won- 
der,-—80 masterful, sv potent, so extraurdinanly 
agile. The last piece we ever heard him play in 
England was Bach's fuque on his own name, on the 
Hanover Square organ, at one of the concerts 
given there. We bad the good fortune to hear him 
play some of his Own planoforte Compositions.

BRITISH POETRY. 

Another collection of British poetry has been 
made by James T. Fields and Edwin P. Whip- 
pie, and published by Houghton, Osgood & Co. 
This and al!) similar collections of poetrv are en- 
titled to a hearty reception, for the reason that 
they bring the poets of all times closer to the 
people. They often establish new relations be- 
tween the reader and familiar verses; and they 
draw forth many negiccted or half-forgotten 
poets into the light of day. It may be strictly 
true that everybody ought to have & personal 
acquaintance wilh the whole range of British 
poetry, from Chaucer down to Swinburne; 
but evervbody has not such av acquaint- 
ance. Indeed, few have any knowiedge worthy 
of the name of the British poets, save a 
half-dozen favorites, and these generally are 
great names, known onivin their most worn 
passages. A cojlection for popular reading will 
vot correct deficiencies of this nature; but it 
will belp to make them less. It is within the 
experience of most readers, no doubt. that vol- 
umes like Brvant’s ** Library of Poetry and 
Song ’’ and Emerson’s ** Parnassus” age the 
favoritcs in many bouseholds, showing by their 
well-worn edges and soiled corners how many 
hours they have been in use. Hours so expend- 
ed have not been wasted. 

The present edition has been carried out on 
an origival plan, so far as the selection and ar- 
rangement are concerpved. {he editors have 
gone to first sources, of course, for their selec- 
tions, and have chosen many which express more 
truly their own preicrences than the common 
juagwent. This is particularly true of the 
selections from the Elizabethan dramatists, 

indeed, it was difficult to  repre- 

at all fairly In apy other 
way. The space allotted to Chaucer and Spenser 
is agreeably iarge. Suakspeare is only quoted 
from the sunnets and songs of the dramas; ior 
it is assumed, and rightly we think, that every- 
body at all interested in English poetry will 
have read the plays, or have them easily accessi- 
ble. Selections from the other best-known 
poets are abundant. Thus Byron is allotted 
thirty-six pages, Shelley ten pages, Keats seven 
(including ““The Eve of St. Agnes” entire), 
Coleridge twelve, Southey thirteen, Campbell 
eighteen, Burns twenty-six, Scott twenty-three, 
aud Wordsworth forty-seven. lhe arrangement 
is chronological, which, for the class of work, is 
on mauy accounts better than the topical.

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THE BIBLE CRITICISED. 

‘* What is the Bible?”’ by J. T. Sunderiand, of 
Chicago, is founded on a little book about one- 
baif or one-third the present volume, bearing 
the title, ‘‘ The Bible: Whatisit?”’ This work 
was printed and circulated exclusively in Chi- 
cago. It met with such success that the author 
has enlarged his oriwinal plan, and now at- 
tempts “to answer the question ib the light 
of the best scholarship, “and in the most 
reverend and catholic spirit.”” This ominous 
promise will be suflicient assurance to 
orthodox people that tbe discussion is a radical 
one; and such indeed it proves to be. Mr. Sun- 
derland states briefly the manner of the settle- 
ment of the canon, the authorship of the vari- 
ous books, and their relationship to each other, 
and then considers the question of the authori- 
ty of the Scriptures. He believes that the 
doctrine of infallibility isan enemy to virtue, 
especially among the young, and that it ts: im- 
proved as a book of worship by giving up the 
idea. He argues further that it is inspired and 
a revelation from God in the same sense that 
other good and spiritual books are inspired and 
revealed. The discussion is able and decent. In 
an appendix is given a list of books that may be 
read or referred to with advantage by . persons 
desiring to get further information upon the 
subjects treated of iv the body of the volume.

FAMILIAR TALK. 
TROPICAL NATURE. 

Mr. Alfred R. Waliace,in his new book,— 
“Tropica! Nature’’ atid other essays,—deals with 
the climate and physical aspects of the Equatori- 
al Zone, which he limits to 12 deg. on each side 
of the Equator. For, although tropical con- 
ditions exist up to, and even beyond, the limits 
of the Tropics, they are neither so constant nor 
so universal as between the narrower limits. He 
shows with great clearness and force the various 
causes which contribute to the intense heat of 
the Tropics,—causes. which are not so very patent 
as at first they appear to be. if, for example, 
the summer temperature of London is compared 
with the temperature of Bataviaof the same 
month, when the sun is at a greater altitude as 
regards the former place than the latter, 
and remains much longer above the hori- 
zon, we tind a difference of 20 deg. in favor of 
Batavia. But even withaheat of 80 deg. at 
Batavia, it is dangerous for a stranger to expose 
himself to the sun, while in Loudon such a 
temperature can be borne with something ap- 
proaching delight. Mr. Wallace shows the vari- 


ous conditions which contribute to this differ-~ 


ence in what may be called the quality of the 
heat of the Tropical and Temperate Zones. 
There is, of course, the constant direct actiop 
of the sun ttself; then there are the heat of tac 
soil,whica never wholly escapes; aqueous vapor, 
an ever-present storebouse of heat; winds 
which are almost invariably warm. And yet 
this zone Mr. Wallace speaks of asa favored 
one, where the beat is never oppressive as it so 
often becomes on the vorders or the Tropics, 
this congenial condition being caused 
by the large amount of aqueous vapor always 
present in the atmespucre. The uniiormity of 
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| this equatorial climate in all parts of the globe

AN ANCIENT CHAPEL. 

The demolition of the Bridge Cnamber at 
Rochester Bridge has led to the discovery and 
opening up of the remains of the ancient chape! 
of Alle Solven, or All Souls, the existence of 
which was well known to antiquaries, although 
what remained ot the ancient edifice was en- 
tirely hidden by the surrounding buildings, a 
portion of the chapel being, until very recently, 
adwelling-house. The whole of the walls of 
the chapel, up to what once was the roof, is 
bow visible, together with portions of the oak 
beams, while near where the altar formerly 
stood has been found a piscina. The main en- 
trance through the portico, which still stands. 
is in a perfect state, while the stone moldings of 
the dogr and windows, and’ portions of the 
pointed arches, may still be traced. The chapel 
of All Souls was founded by Sir John de Cob- 
ham, who, with Sir Robert Kuolles, was the 
founder of the ancient bridge over the Medway 
at Rochester, and was built in 1399 in accord- 
ance with the then prevailing custom of build- 
ing chapels near bridges, and was intended 
primarily for the use of travelers crossing the 
bridge, three priests being appointed to ofti- 
ciate in it, each with a stipend of £6 paid out of 
the bridge estates. ‘Three masses were recited 
daily for the benefit of travelers, special prayers 
being affered for the repose of the souls of the 
principal founders of the bridge. Probably the 
cuapel Was dissuived in the reign of Elizabeth, 
asin herreign the Attorney-General sued the 
Bridge Warders for tne stipend of twenty-eigtt 
years abd g half formerly paid to the priests, 
and forfeited to the Crown. Asit appeared that 
no service had been performed in the chape), 
judgment was given against the Crown. It is 
thought probable that the ancient chapel will 
be restored.— London Ties. 

THE ORTENTALISTS. 

The Congress of Orientalists has lately been 
in session at Florence, and a number of abie 
letters concerning it have appeared in the Lon- 
don 7imes, being presumably from the pen of 
the new editor, who is himself a distinguished 
Oriental scholar. Among the delegates were 
representatives of Oriental learning from ail 
parts of tne world. Various entertainments 
were offered to the’ Congress. Signor Rossi 
entertained thirty of the most distinguished 
members at dinner, and all were invited to visit 
the ex-King Amadeus at his palace in the vicin- 
ity of Florence. A number of prizes and 
awards of merit were distributed. Mr. Charles 
G. Leland, writing to the Press, of Philadelphia, 
coucertjing the Congress, says that; as the rep- 
resentative of an outlawed and wandering 
tongue, the Rommany, he was included in the 
Indo-European section, and he adds: “I am 
bappy to say that the fact that Rommauy has 
a representative has been most cordially wel- 
comed by Prols. Benfey, Ascoli, and M. Vam- 
bery, Who have assured me, that too littie 
atteution has hitherto been drawn to this most 
curious Hindo-Persian .dialect.’’

His ele- 
vated toue, as he rolled forth his gorgeous sen- 
tences, his lofty lcok, his sustamed flow of 
languaze, bis sublime utterance, gave the effect 
of some Magnificent organ: peal to our entranced 
ears. It was only when he caine toa pause in 
his sulject—or, rather, to tbe close of what he 
had to'say upon it—that be reverted to ordinary 
niatters, learned the motive oi our visit and the 
message With which we were charged, apd ap- 
swered some inquiries about his health.

MENDELSSOHN. 

Felix Mendeissohn was a gilted man, a true 
genius; and he might have shone in several 
other fields, as well as in that of music, had he 
pot solely dedicated himself to that art. He 
was aqood pictorial artist, and made spirited 
sketches. He was an excellicut classical scholar ; 
avd onte, at the house of an English musical 
Pretessor, whose son had been brought up for 
the Church, and had been a University student, 
there chancing to arise a difference of opinion 
between him and Mendelssohn as to some 
passage in the Greek Testament, when 
the book was takeu down Ww i decide 
tue question Mendelssobn proved to be 
inthe rigut. He was well read in English 
literature, and largely acquainted with the best 
English poets. Once, happeving to express a 
wish to read Burns’ poems, and regretting thar 
be could not get them before he left, as he was 
starting next morning for Germany, Aijfred 
Novello and C. C. C. procured a copy oi the 
fine masculine Scottish poet at Bickers’, in Lei- 
cester Square, on their way down to the boat by 
which Mendelssohn was to leave, and reached 
there in time to put into his band the wished- 
for book, and to see his gratified look on re- 
ceiving the gift. I: is perhaps to this incident 
we owe the charming two-part song, “ O wert 
thou in the cauid Dbiast.'’—/ecollections of 
Writers.

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 
AFRICAN EXPLORATION, 

The African eeP dition under Mr. Keith Jobn- 
ston, Organized by the Afrcan Coiamittee of the 
Koya! Geographical Society, is now completing its 
preparations, and will leave England early m No- 
vemoert. Some weeks wil! be spent in scientific 
investization in the coast regions near Zanzibar be- 
fore the party finally marches for the interior, the 
route to be then taken bemg from Dur-es-Salaam 
to toe north end of Lake Nyassa, and hence to 
‘anganyika. A geologist has Oven appointed as 
assistant and second in command to Mr. Jonn- 
ston. —A/Aenoum. ° 

In connection with the above, a learned paper 
recent}v_read by M..H. Dureyrier wili prove in- 
teresting. He points out bow much yet remains 
to be done vefore our knowledge of Africa is 
anything like complete. He shows that scarce- 
ly acentury ago the map of Africa was filled 
with the must faatastic errors. The Nile issued 
from the mountains of the Moon, the Sahara 
was only asea of sand, and the Niger and Sen- 
egal formed a single river. The second half of 
the nineteenth century marks a pew cra in geog- 
raphy, and most particularly in the geography 
of Africa, in which there now remain only seven 
regions, vast, it is true, on which the zeal of ex- 
plorers must be exercised. ‘hese regions are, 
in the north, the Sabara and/ the Libvyan Des- 
ert: im the west, the country between the 
Joliba and the coast of Guinea: in the centre, 
the uppér course and the sources of the Binue 
and the Shari; in the east the interior of the 
Cape Guardafui and the chain of lofty mount- 
ains if}: the Equatorial Zone: at the centre the 
completion of the basins oi the Nile, the Congo, 
and the Ogove; and, finaliy, in the south the 
basin of the Cunene. The Sahara, witn the 
Libyan Desert, forms altogether a great natural 
regio, traced Ou our maps ratver after tae ia- 
formation of the natives than according to the 
discovertes of European vovagers. This region 
is not only nearest to us, but it is also much the 
most ¢xtensive, measuring 5,750,000 square kil- 
oimetres, @ suverficies eoual to ali Europe, ex- 
cept the half of Russia. The Sahara, in spite of 
its depolate aspect, is far from deserving our 
disdai®: its populations bave a history as old as 
that of Egypt, avd its oases are jewels wich ao 


@ 
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the greatest honor to their creators and main- 
tainers. 


Adding together the areas of these seven great 
lacunz, we find that they amount to upwards of 
uare kilometres, more than one- 
frican Continent. But there is no 
discouraged at this large figure. 
Since the beginning of the present century the 
discovery of Africa has proceeded at a mean rate 
of more than 234,285 square kilometres per year, 
and if it goeson at this rate the whole of the 
African interior ought to be known in less than 
forty-eight ycars. But this calculation takes no 
account of the geometric progression of the fig- 
ures of the discoveries, which now produce ip 
oue vear more than in the first twenty years of 
the century. 


Still further, in connection with this subject, : 


it is interesting to notice a correspondence late! y 
passing through the columns of the London 
dimes with reference to the use of elephants in 
Airican exploration. The importation and use 
of Asiatic clephants was at first proposed, but 
several writers sav that the African elephants 
can easily be tamed. Mr. Sclater, the Secretary 
of the London Zoological Soviety, points to the 
fact that the African elephants there are as 
tame and gentle as any of their Asiatic cousins : 
and Sir Samuel Baker says that to his know}- 
edge elephants are used as beasts of burden by 
the Nubians in the Soudan. who are noticeably 
kind to all animals and fond of them. If Af- 
rican clephants cav be used in the manner indi- 
cated, the problem of ,éxplorations on that con- 
tinent will soon be solved. The great difficulty 
heretofore has been to get transportation. 
Stanley started on his last expedition with sev- 
eral hundred burden-bearers, and they. were of 
course slower aud much less eflicient than ele- 
The discussion of 
these subjects through the London newspapers 
shows, by the way, what an impulse bas of Jate 
been given to African exploration by Stapley’s 
success.

Is THE EVOLUTION THEORY ATHE- 
ISTIC ? 

Prof. Simon Newcomb’s address, on his\retir- 
ing from the avnual Presidency ot the American 
Association, is a singularly lucid explanation of 
the state of the case as between tne te ed/og cal 
and the mechanica’ explanations of the opera- 
tions of Nature. The drift of his argument is 
best seen in the summary with which the ad- 
dress concludes, and whichis in substance’as 
follows: First, When men study the operations 
of the world around them, they find some of 
these plainty determined by law, while others 
appear to be purely arbitrary. This Jattcr class 
of vperations meu attribute to the direct action 
of supervatural betngs,—gods; and they furtber 
ascribe to these gods aims, desigus, to be at- 
tained through these interventions in the course 
of Nature. Further, men believe them- 
selves able to discern these designs. and 
thus to explujn tbese arbitary operations. 
But, as kuowledge ativances, ove alter 
another of these operatiuns is found to ve really 
determined by law. Final causes haviug thus, 
one by one, disappeared from every thicket 
which has been fully explored, the question 
arises whether they now have or ever had apy 
existence at all. Ontue one hand it may be 
claimed that it is unphilosophicai to believe in 
them when they have been sought in vaiuv in 
every coruer iuto which ligbt can penetrate. 
On the other hand, we have the difliculty of 
accounting for those very Jaws by which we find 
the course of Nature to be determined. \ fake 
the law of hereditary descent: how did sucha 
law, or, rather, bow did such a process, \ first 
commence! If this is not as jezitimate a sub- 
ject for inquiry as the quéstion how came 
the nand, the eye, or the first 
into existence, it is only because it deems 
more ditlicuit to investigate. When the 
doctrine of the universality of natural 4aw is 
carried so far as to include the genesis of living 
beings and the adaptations to external circum- 
stances which we see in their organs and their 
structure, it is often pronounced to be atheistic. 
Whetber this judgment is or is net correct, 
Prof. Newcomb wouid not undertake to decide, 
but said that it is very eas’ to propound the 
test question by which its correctness is to be 
determined: ‘Is the general doctrine of causes 
acting in apparently Dlind obedience to inva- 
riable lawin itseif atheistic?” If it is, then 
the whvuie progress of our knowledge of Nature 
has been in this direction, for it has consisted 
in reducing the vperations of Nature to such 
blind obedience. If the doctrine is not atheist- 
ic, then there is nothing atheistic in any phase 
of the theory of evolution, for this consists 
solely in accounting for certain. precesses. by 
natural laws.—/opular Scence Monthy. :

SCIENCE NOTES. 

It is stated in the Chemital Journa’ that gly- 
cerine retards both lactic andalcobolic fermenta- 
tious. One-fiith of glycerine added to milk ata 
temperature of 15 deg. to 20 deg. C. prevents 
it from turning sour for cight or ten days. 

The exorbitant price demanded by the patent- 
ees of the Bell telephone for their instruments 
eauses no tittle discontent in Engiand, where 
that iorm of tae telephone lias the field to Itseif, 
sotar asthe lawis concerned. It does seem 
rather extortionate to levy from twenty-five to 
thirty pounds sterling on the purchase of an in- 
strument that coula be sold witha profit for 
baif as manv soillings. The result is, that the 
patent is boidly infringed; the separate parts 
of the telephone areiior sale everywhere ata 
jow price, and so people are enabled to make 
telephones for themselves. 


Analysis and examination of the dead Rocky 
Mountain locusts bv the ( nited States Entomo- 
logical Commission shows that these insects 
furnish a new oil which will be christened ca op- 
tine, and a very large percentage ot pure formic 
acid. Thougn this acii exists in tne ant and 
some other msects, it is with difficulty obtgined 
in large quanciti's; whereas by the action of 
sulphuric acid upon the locust juices, it-passes 
off with great readiness, and in remarkaple 
quantity and gravity. Tne various uses of this 
avid as a thempeutic, etc.. are capable of great 
avd valuable extension, where it can be obtamed 
so readily, and in such quantity.—Drugy ists’ 
Cireu.ar. 


In a very interesting article on the Geological 
History of New York, by Prof. J. 8. Newberry, 
of Columbia Coilege, is this graphic picture of 
the city before the glaciai period. ‘He says: 
‘fm the middie and later Tertiary epochs—the 
Miocene and Pliocene—all the northern portion 
of the contment stood Nigher above the sea than 
pow, for we find there no marine depusits of 
that age; and the momense numbers of tiords, 
or submerged valieys, which fringe the coast are, 
as Dana Jong since pointed out, the resuls of 
subaerial erosion and proofs of cievation. <A 
genial climate then prevailed to the Arctic Séa, 
and all toe continent was covered with a more 
luxuriant flora; apd inhabited by a mure varied 
fauna, than can be found any- 
where on its \surface. This was, in- 
deed, for America, the golden age of ani- 
mals and planis, and in all respects but one— 
the abserce of man—the country was more in- 
teresting and picturesque than now. We must 
imagine, therefore, thatthe hills and valleys 
about the present site gf New York were cov- 
ered with noble trees, agd a dense undergrowth 
of species, for the most part different trom 
those now living there; and that tlicse were the 
homes and feeding-grounds of many kinds of 
quadruveds and birds, which have igqng since 
become extinct. The broad plain which sloped 
gently seawardtrom the bighlands must have 
been covered with a sub-tropival forest of giaut 
trees and tangled vines teeming wita animal 
life.’’ 

The Nation prints the following iuteresting 
pote ov /Prof. Du Bois-Reymond’s address, 
‘Civilization and Science,’’ largeivy known to 
Awericau readers through the translation of it 
in the /opwar Se'ence ALonth/y : 

Prof. Du Bois-Reymond’s valuable address on 
**Oivihzation and Scrence”’’ has becn widely read 
through its transiatwon in the Fopular\ Science 
Monthly. Probably all who have read the ad- 
dress have felt how inadequate—-almost Indicrous- 
ly so—is the explanation given to the downfell of 
tne ancient world, namely, the lack of firearms. 
or, at oottom, a deficiency in the technical power 
over Nature. Lorenz points out, what we knew 
well enough from our Modoc and Seminole ware, 
that these superior arms are not long in finding 
their way to the savages, and that Odoacer wonld 
have overthrown the Roman Empire ali the earlier 
if there bad been better weapons within his reach. 
The moral causes of this great catastrophe Du 
Bois-Reymona does not seem to notice. 
Again, when he describes the iamps 
‘*‘that no scullery-girl would tolerate now- 
adays,"’ but by the hght of which **Cwesar wrote 
his *Commentaries,’ Cicero rounded. his periods. 
and Horace gave the last polish to his ‘Odes,’”’ 
tne reader cannot help asking whether these are 
not after all a higher production of civilization. 
than kerosene lamps or ‘tas. Lorenz, however, 
answers pertinently that there is proved bere a low 
degree of Technik in regard to the laws of flame; 
but bow in regard to the working in the metals of 
which the lamp is made?’ His remarks upon the 
connection of monotheism with scientific progress 
ocenpy a good part of the articie and are weil worth 
reading. ee

. PLANTS AND FLOWERS. 

From Fern Lear, Ortawa, ILL. —The stady of 
bulbs is one of the most interestingin Fiora’s lovely 
kingdom, and there is so much that is wonderfu 
connected with them, and attractiv® withal, that 1t 
finds many interestea puplie, and the: more they 
study their peculiarities the greater the desire for 
bulb lore. Bulos may really be caNed underground 
buds. Their fine roots die annually, but the body 
or bulb retains the vital powers of thé/plant, and 
the elaborated sap—though latent fOr\a time—is 
ready for the prodaction’ ef roots, leaves, and 
blossoms in the appropriate season. Besida there 
root bulbs, there are stem or culinary bulbs.) fully 
eqnai for propagation. They consist of “small 
scales, closely compacted.in an ovate or c@nica! 
form, ia which are the elements of the future 

lant, and sometimes originating in the axil of the 
eaves, or at the base of the umbel of flowers. 
In both cases it is nourished by the parent plant 
till it reaches maturity, when it falls tothe ground, 
endowed with the powerto care for itself, strikes 
rootin the soil Ly sending out its hands in the form 
of tender fibrous roots from the-base, and seems to 
say: *‘See, I can care for myself’ All! buibous- 
rooted plants have their peculiar poiuts in manage - 
mént; still there are some few rules of genera) 
applicability. They should never be moved unless 
inastate of rest. This occurs to the summer- 
flowering bulbs in autumn, and to the winter-flow. 
ering in earlysummer. They should be taken up 
annually, or at least every second or third year. 
that the offeete may be removed. Bulbs should not 
be kept out of the soil for more than a month. 
if you wish to keep them well, place them in dry 
sand. If you wish to preserve the strength of the 

arent bulb, do not allow the offsets to increase. 

ut break them of with a bjunt stick as the leaves 
appear. Sume increase so rapidly that no flower- 
stalk is sent up. This may be prevented by keeping 
off the side-shoots. In this way the strength is 
given to the main plant for the display of blossoms 
during the present year, and for invigorating the 
leaves to deposit nutrimeat in the bulb for the next 
year. The flowers should be pinched off as soon ae 
they begin to decay, but the flower-staiks: may re- 
main till it commences to change color with the 
leaves. If you receive & newly-imported bulb. 
place itin what is called dry soil, for they must 
absorb the moisture very slowly. The dryest earth 
has plenty of moisture, bat requires intense heat 
to bring it out. Therefore, place your bulb in dry 
soil and iet it remain thus in some shady place till 
it becomes plump and begins to send forth shoots. 
No matter if there are shoots on it when received, 
do not water till the leaves are an inch or two 
above the ground. When they seem disposed to 
grow rapidiy, then water freely. If these precau- 
tions are observed. no failures are ever likely to 
occur; if negiected. perfect success cannot be ex- 
pected. Bulbs must be ripened with care, and 
their start in life must be observed with due pre- 
caution, and you wiil find in the care of them muth 
that will reward you. Probably no bulb wiil give 
you the satisfaction that the hyacinth does. and 
with so little trouvle and expense. lt is truly the 
queen of bulbs, and justly a favorite withall. I: 
is peculiar in some respects, for it will grow in 
land or water, indoors or out, in sunny windows, 
or peep forth from an  out-door 
which the snow has but recently vacated, 
and the bright blossoms will raise their heade and 
breathe forth their p@fume in the mossy bed in 
some rare china dish in the parlor, and more than 
repay you for the slight trouble they have caused. 
Our German neighbors give us a very pretty way to 
cultivate them, and which is a sight that will, I 
trust, gladden many 3 table this winter. Take a 
fiat dish of china or glass and place in it your bya- 
cinth baibs, and put in water an inch in depth. 
The surface may then be covered with moss or cot- 
ton, and over this scatter seed of watercress, 
double curled parsley, or cuttings of any moisture- 
loving plant. The roots will soon form a solid net- 
work, and so strong that it will hold up the leaves 
and support the spikes of bloom. You can imagine 
the beauty in this arrangement, and I fancy many 
a home will contain one such miniature garden at 
least. Many beautiful designe can be formed of 
watercress seed, and the many who passed Mr, A. 
Hi. Hovey's, on Madison street, last winter, pansed 
to behold the curiosities which he had maae am 
the seed of the watercress. It is particularly 
pleasant to watch plants grow. and more so in 
water, for we can Observe the roots twine down 
and ing in the vesse! which 
have now in alarge globe, such 
as are used for goid-fish, two Japanese lilies, which 
Sit om a thrope built of coral, shells, and smal! 


r ful to Avok at, 


| pieces of stone. They are considered by the Japan- 


ese as sacred, and they place them1in water on & 
little pile of stones, then bow before them and 
murmer praise to these beautiful silent teachers. 
and ask aid from them, kiss the pure petals, and 
depart. The light-green leaves of mine have 
formed, and now they are gathering 4a 
darker shade of verdure as they rise above 
the water, while the snowy roots are creep- 
ing down mid the coral aad silver sand which 
cover the bottom. I am not certain but I shall 
render many thanks to the white blossoms when 
they make their appearance, but to the Creator of 
ali this beauty will I give the praise, for none other 
could create such loveliness. To grow hyacinths 
in water exhausts them so moch that fortwo or 
three years their blossoms are of smali account. 
Therefore, when through flowering. place them in 
a soil. of sandy loam, and water as long as the 
jeaves are green; then in the fall place them in tiie 
ground to recuperate. Bulbs delight. in a light, 
sandy soil, enriched with thoroughiy-decomposed 
manure, hops or compost composed of refuse 
vegetable and animal matter. If too rich, the 
bulbs will become soft and ms or mold. — To 
plant them in pots, place the bulb in a five-inch 
pot, and be sure of good drainage, and that the 
pulbis in the centre of the pot; press it down in 
the soil till’ only the crown ia visible. Make the 
soil damp, and place in a well-ventilated cellar or 
cold frame, cover with tanbark, leaves, sawdust, 
or eand. five or six inches deep. If thus planted, 
by the lst of JUctober they will have a temperature 
of about 50 er 60 degrees, and in two months the 
pote will be filled with roots. Now use care in 
watering, and you will insure a profusion of bloom. 
Do not place in the hot sun, but keepin the cool 
and shade till well-gbowing, when they may be 
brought to the licht, but never expose them to the 
full rays of the sun, ae it deteriorates the color of 
the red, blue. and yellow very much. Do not 
leave a heavy stalk to bend with its weight of 
blossoms, but place a strong wire in the soil, and 
cautiously tie the flower-stalk to it with a soft 
string. If you give them manure-water each week 
you will insure longer bloom. After the bulbs 
have oveen forced, they must be placed in 
the garden in a bed prepared for them. 
Have it well-drained, and place ithe 
bulbs about eight inches apart; cover 
with rich soil, leaf-mold or manure, and bave the 
bed raised in the centre with a gradual! slope of 
five inches, that the water may not settie around 
the bulbs, and cause decay. Some authorities 
say a bed. wall last but a single season for 
hyacinths, but when roomis scarce, we are ob- 
hged to renew and to enrich, and continue using 
it, and with good resnite too. After ulbs have 
been grown three years out Ofdodps, they are tuen 
ready to bringin and perform their part in the 
forcing operation again. In July the buibs may 
be taken up and laid on the side s0 the roots wil! 
not grow again, and covered with dry soil about an 
inch deep for two weeks, and then the roots and 
loose skin will separate from the bulbs. Do not 
let the sun touchthem. The importers then take 
them and place in the sun for a few hours and turn 
constantiy with a large brush to prevent their 
being scorched. By this means they obtain thaj 
glossy appearance always observed in imported 
bulbs. Ther they are placed in a shady, airy 
situation, for a few weeks, and are then ready for 
use again. It is necessary to throw an additional 
covér over them in cold weather, but care must be 
exercised lest the cover is too deep. If using the 
leaves of trees three or four inches is sufficient, as 
they retain the vapor which rises from the soii and 
prevent the air entering and purifying it. In 
planting in beds November 1s the best time. 

The botanical name of the leaf sent me is 
Biphyilum crenatum. It is calied an air plant, bat 
scarce worth the room it occupies unless as a 
curiosity to thore who have nothing of the kina. 
It grows from a leaf being suspended in a moist 
atmosphere. I have a large root, but sha!! not give 
it room im the house, as | do not care for 
them. It was very kind of. you to send 
me one, and I thank you as sincerely 
as ifone of the rarest plants, for the wil) was the 
same. lIonly write this that you may know what 
itis. I will@@nd to you just the same. Holly- 
hock seed wili not bloom in the house this winter, 
and it is not considered a house-plant. You can 
plant the seed outdoors this fall. The Kex begonia 
ss troubled with insecis, thuugh you do not per- 
ceive them; place a damp sponge under the leaves, 
and allow it to remain overnight; remove early in 
the morning, and you will captare the little in- 
trnders. Immerse the sponge in hot water and re- 
peat till ali are gone.

From Renwie, Hinspace, ILt.—With the return 
of winter wil! come a desire to have a few flowers 
in the window,—something Dbricpt and cheer- 
while all without looks 
bleak and dreary. In response to Mabel and 
Mrs. K., who ask ££ =“([for information on 
this subject, Ll offer these suggestions: Sclect an 
east or south window, and, if these cannot be had, 
then, in preference to a northern exposure choose, 
a west window. If possibile select a room which 
is.not heated by a furmace; the air is too dry and 
hot. The temperature should be 65° to 70° by 
day, and not less than 30° by night. 
The florist sprinkles his plants, throws 
water on* the greenhouse walks, and in every way 
tries to maintain a moist atmosphere. We cannot 
do this in private houses, but by viacing a pan of 
water on the register, where it wili gradually evap- 
orate, we can very nearly approacb the florist’s 
metLod. Piants must have lightand air at every 
opportunity. Be carefal never to allow a draft of 
cold air, admitting it in quantity proportionate to 
the weather outside. When cold and frosty give 
littie or no air, and more on pleasant days. 
The leaves of plants need washing and syringing 
to remove the duet which gathers onthem. Some 
piants, such asbegonia rex. do not like their leaves 
moistened. Others, like the camellia, require the 
leaves sponged off one by one. Always use soft, 
tepid water, and attend to washing at least once 
every week. Pick off all discolored icaves at the 
same time. 

Ihe drainage of the pots shoulda admit the sur- 
plus water to escape easily through the hole in the 
bottom of the pot. Never allow water to stand in 
the saucers. ne great error in window-gardening 
consists in attempting to grow too many plants. 
Better to have one healthy, well-grown plant than 
a dozen sickly, enfeebled things, which have no 
beauty of either leaf or blossom. The plants suit- 
able for window-gardening are numerous, and I 
subjoin a few, with brief hints on their treatment. 

Scariet and Scented Leaved Geraniums are easily 
grown in the window. They need plenty of light, 
and to be turned frequently so as to expose all the 
teaves. Do not bear crowding, or an excess of 
water. Daphne isa fine plant for a west window. 
It is ashrab, with prettv white flowers. The pot 
in which it is grown must be filled one-third full of 
broken earthenware, to secure perfect drainage. 
Heliotrope, a very great favorite on account of 
abundant bloom and delicious fragrance. It can 
be trained into any shape. Give it plenty of room. 
Bouvardia, another fine winter window plant, re- 
quires a very warm temperature aod frequent syr- 
inging. They vary in color from pure white to 
deep scarlet. Monthly Roses, especially the tea- 
scented, are beautiful window plants, They need 
rich soil, good dramage, frequent syringing, and 
to be fumigated with tobacco if green fly appears. 
Hyacinths are excellent for this purpose, grown in 
pots filled with soil, or in moss, orin water. They 
should be kept in a dark celiar, free from frost, un- 
til rooted, and then put in the window to bloom. 
Cyclamen bulbs should be potted now in rich soil. 
with pulverized charcoal mixed in it, and a tea- 
spoonful of soot to each pot. - Use smal! pots, and 
letthe crown of the bulb just peep through the 
surface of the soil. ivy can be grown in any part 
of the room, and trained to festoon a doorway or 
wreath a picture. They require frequent watering, 
but it must not be allowed tostand about the roots. 
Madeira Vine and Cobea scandens are very pretty 
climbers, and wi!! bear a)most any treatment. 

There are many XSthers, all very exceilent for 
window culture, which in a subsequent letter 1 
may speak of. Aquatum, Mignonette, Sweet 
Alyesum, Petunia, Double Pink, and Lobelia can 
all be grown and bloomed in winter from seeds 
sown now; Petunia and Lobelia seeds, being very 
small, must not be covered. Sprinkle the surface 
of the soil, cow the seed thinly, and press with a 
smooth flat board. Of course all these are to be 
sown indoors. ‘Those who bave no sceds can send 
three stamps and I will give them enough sceds to 
supply more than one hous¢ehoid. 

Alvina Slimmins, when the frost has nipped the 
leaves of your Cannas and Funkias (Day Lily), 
take up the bulbs, shake off all the soil, put in a 
shed for a few days, then place in a warm closet for 
the winter: occasionally look over, and, if disease 
appears, rub with powdered charcoa!.

Sometimes the buds—and blossoms, 
too, when perfected, aa occasionally they are 
break off crisp; sometimes the stem is dark and 
shrunken at the breaking-place, as though wilted; 
generally the former.

HINTS FOR HOUSEKEEPERS. 

From Etva, Fort Atxrnson, la. —I want to give 
lajured Innocence and Burning Indignation a nice 
recipe for Chili sauce, and I think, after they have 
eaten of it, they will live to tell the story with re- 
joicing tnat at last they have found a good thing: 
Take eighteen large. rive tomatoes, one medium- 
sized onion, and three green peppers. Chop these 
together, very fine, and mix with them one cup of 
sugar, two and one-half cups of vinegar, two tea- 
spoons of salt, one teaspoon each of all kinds of 
spice. Stir all together well, and bottle for use. 
Do not cook it. Sex 

To make good sour pickies of ripe tomatoes, 
take one pound of brown sugar to a four-q¢allon jar 
of iomatoes. Peel the tomatoes, puncture with a 
fork, and put in layers in the jar; sprinkle a little 
sugar over cach layer. Puta light weight on the 
top and keep in a moderately warm place a few 
weeks. They make their own vinegar and are 
sharp pickies. Brown sugaris the best to use, 
and just the proportion I mention... : 

To peel ripe tomatoes easily, pour boiling water 
over them. 

Green tomatoes can be made into sweet pickles 
that many prefer to peaches, Take one quart of 
vinegar and six pounds of sugar, with one ounce 
each of cloves, cinnamorf, and allspice, and boil 
them together. ‘Then take your tomatoes, — 
medium-sized. —leave them whole and green. and 
stick cloves around m them, and botlin the sirup 
until they are tender. Putin a jar and cover them 
with the sirup. — 

i make sour pickles of green tomatoes in this 
way: Cut each tomato in three pieces, pack them 
in sajt, andietthem lie overnight. In the morning 
rinse them theroughiy, and steam them until 
tender. Then pour boiling vinegar over them. I 
| have keptthem inthis waytwo years. Some- 
times a piece of horseradish root is nice, put in the 
pickle; it makes them a little sharper and keeps 
the vinegar good. I almost always putina few 
spices, but some people wouid rather pot have 
them in. 

From ExTrRavAGANT Living, MINNEAPOLIS, 
Mrxnx.—To keep the flannels from shrinking, have 
ready some hot clean suds; wash each piece 
as you put it in the water; rinse in 
hot clear water; wring dry> shake and-siretch 
well, and hang up where they will dry the quickest. 
If the weather is cloudy dry them bya hot fire. 
Never allow flannels to sowk tin water before or 
after washing. neither Jet the water get cold whue 
washing. Flannels treated in this manner will 
-keep soft until worn ovt.

One peck green tomatoes (peeled). one large head 
cavbage, one half-dozen good sized onions: chen 
fine and sait separatelv at night. In tae morning 
drain off the water from the vegetabies, waich will 
be considerable on tne tomatoes, and mix thorougtir- 
ly. agiding six green and two ripe sweet peppers, 
if the small, fiery peppers are used, 
Take a8 much vinegar as you 
think will cover them. Letitcometoapoil. Put 
the vegetables in the vinegarand let them ecaid\a 
few minutes, then take them outand put them in 
a jar. adding a littie black pepper, cinnamon, and 
cloves. Throw away half of the vinegar used and 
add new vinegar toitand as pint of sugar. When 
boiling hot pour over the vegetables. If Injured 
innocence and Burning Indignation wapld:use 
this recipe, omitting the pepper, and put part 
of the cnowchow they have already made with 
it, I should think it would be very nice. Still they 
must use their own judgment aboutit, and do as 
they think best.

From HeatTHerBeEL_L, Derrorr.—The following 
recipe for green tomato soy I know to be delicious, 
and it will more than repay Injured Innocence and 
Burning Indignation to give it atrial: Toone 
peck green tomatoes add three large onions and six 
good green peppers. Slice °all together, leaving 
out the blossom ends of the tomatoes and the seeds 
of the peppers, as they make the soy bitter. Put 
all together into three pints cider Vinegar and two 
pints water; let it boll up, and continue boiling for 
about five minutes; then strain out the tomatoes. 
etc., and throw the vinegar away. Now take two 
quarts fresh vinegar, and add two cups brown 
sugar, one cup mustard made smooth with cold 
water, one tablespoonful eaco of ground cinna- 
mon, Cloves, and allepice, and three of sult. Let 
this boil up. and then pour over the tomatoes. 
This is rgady for use when cold, and will keep a 
jong timé in covered stove jars. Now, ladies, you 
need not hesitate about giving this a triai, for I 
have put it up for years, and all who have eaten it 
are loud in its praise. If any one shouid give this 
a trial, please report. 

—Green tomato 
pic: Sclect nice smooth ones, pare them very thin, 
slice them into a pie-dish lined wittia nice paste, 
about haifacup of sugar to apie, a few little bits 
of butter, little Nour sifted on, and. sliced lemon, 
lemon essence, ornutmeg for favoring. 1 prefer 
the essence. Put on the upper crust carefuily so 
the juice will not evcape in baking. 1 think you 
will find them very nice; at least, mine are always 
praised by those tn&t like tomatoes,

ARSENIC AS A BEAUTTFIER., 

From Ciada Pus, Curcaeco.—It seems to pe the 
fashion, nowadays, for newspaper writers and 
society talkers to make thrusis at the ladies’ com- 
plexions. Thevironically assume that the finan- 
cial question, the tariffs, and the Edisonian in- 
ventions are very small in comparison with the 
principles which underiie beauty. Now, any lady 
willadmit that this subject may be overdone as 
well as any other, but it must be plafn to all that 
the clear, transparent tints which render woman- 
hood so attractive need guarding, and that it is not 
only proper that they should be preserved, but a 
veritable duty. How this can be.most surely and 
safely accomplished seems tu be the question, and 
itis one which has been thoroughly investigated. 
If the multituce of washes and cosmetics waich 
have been devised could be counted, the columns 
of Tne Home Department would hardly contain 
the list, and yet they are only after the ‘* whited 
sepuichre '’ order. 

It is piain that beauty is preserved by influences 
from within and not from without, and that only 
as the system is made ‘purer can the delicate tints 
of heaith prevail. The agents which purify the 
system within are moch purer and simpler than 
the legion of devices which are used for embellish- 
ing without, and are suchas are readily obtain- 
abie. Probably the best and most effectual of 
these is arsenic, but unfortunately this element is 
likely toproduce constitutiona! effecis which are 
not desirabie. Much has been written and said 
against arsenicas a blood-purifier ana a poison, 
and very justly, too, butI want to whisper the 
fact that it is one of the most harmiess of qualities 
Taken alone arsenic is most 
but, chemically combined with 
sulphur, it is wholly harmiess and _ greatly 
beneficial. This combination cannot be made 
by simply moving the two elements, but by chem- 
ically uniting them; a process waich chemists faliy 
understand. 1am positive taat what has been said 
about arsenic as used alone is in substance true, 
but, when rendered free by the combination jast 
named, | know by a happy experience that itis 


baneful,

THB CENTENNIAL STATE. 
first and most important in that progress is to 
be noted her wonderful agricultural develop- 
ment. In 1865, only thirteen years ago, all the 
food of her people, and in fact everything elke 
they consumed, with the exception of a few cat- 
tle and wild game, had to be carted from the 
Missouri River at an expense of 10 cents per 
pound, or $200 per ton. While it was 
certain that her deep mountain-valieys and 
broad rolling ridges east of the mountains were 
covered with the ricbest grasses, they gave the 
traveler a most distressing sense of loneliness 
and desolation. Now all is changed. North 
of Denver the large streams that come rushbiug 
down from the snow-clad mountains, charged 
with ammonia and other stimulating ingredi- 
entre, have been distriputed in ditches all over 
the ridges for a long distance to the eastward, 
with the most desirable and astonishing resulta. 
From Denver, 100 miles north, to Chevenne, 
most of the country is divided into farms ; houses 
and barns dot the landscape everywhere; and 
Colorado now produces more wheat, and that 
of the very finest quality, than her people can 
consume. Last year very considerable quanti- 
ties were shipped to this city and elsewhere, 
and the same will be true of the preseut crop, 
though it is not quite so good nor so abun- 
dantasinformer years. As to vegetables of 
all kinds, the svil produces them of 
ALMOST FABULOUS 81ZB, 
and in the greatest abundance. Wagons were 
ruuning all summer from the vicinity of Long- 
mont, and trom other places in Boulder and ad- 
joining counties, hauling butter, eggs, cheese, 
and vegetables to Leadville and otner mining 
camps, and we heard of a shipment of cheese just 
made to Wales. Our [linois manufacturers mav 
soon find an active competitor in Colorado for 
a market for ope of her most important staples. 
@COLORADO’S AMAZING PROGRESS. 

Such a progress in a singie decade—for it has 
about all been made in the short space of ten 
years—is truly amazing. 
tion bas made a large section of Colorado a gar- 
den spot, as it bas for centuries made one of 
Northern Italy. It supplies an abundance of 
water just when it is most needed, and the 
brigbt, warm sun and the rich soildo the rest. 
Hence irrigation affords a much more reliable 
basis for a prosperous husbandry than can be 
had by a dependence upon the clouds for the 
‘former and the latter rain.”’ 

About half way between Denver and Pueblo 
the great Divide, as it is called, starts out at 
right angles from the foot-hills of the Rocky 
Mountains. It may be remarked. in passing, 
that it extends ali the way across the plains, 
becoming in Missouri the Ozark Mountains, 
crosses Southern I[tlinois and Indiana, and 1s 
lost among the mountains of Kentucky. The 
Kio Grande Railway crosses it at ap elevation of 
some 

TWO THOUSAND FEBT ABOVE DENVER. 
What has been said of farm-culture applies 
mainly to the country north of the Divide. 
South of it, there are some farms along the 
Monument, the Fountain, Arkansas, and other 
streams, but the wateris not so plenty as it is 
around and vorth of Denver. 

But in cattle Colorado already beats the 
world. They secm to cover not only 

‘“* 4 THOUSAND HILLS,”’ 
but the valicys and piains as well. So numer- 
ous are they that they have become a real 
nuisance in the runving of the railway-trains. 
Scarcely a mile can be passed without one hear- 
ing a sharp whistie of ‘*‘ down-brakes,”’ with all 
sorts of car-splitting tootings to scare away the 
lazy bovines. Ail of them are fat, suggesting 
delicious steaks when the butcher has done his 
duty. This is due to the rich buffalo-grass 
which covers all Eastern Colorado, and it is also 
found in most of the mountain parks and 
valleys in great luxuriance. What are miscalled 
the plains—they are really treeless ridges—ex- 
tend in Colorado about 200 miles east of the 
nountaivs, by a width of 300. How many cattle 
are now growing fat ou these 60,000 square 
miles of territory, and how mauy they are capa- 
ble of sustaining, would be impossible to esti- 
mate with any approach to accuracy. It would 
surely run up into the millions, and to estimate 
what this source of wealth alone will do for the 
State would be equally impossible. Knowing 
that millions of buffalo had lived on these plains 
siuce the dawn of creation, when I first saw 
them, in 1865, I predicted, and so wrote, 
that they would become the great meat-produc- 
ing section of the continent; but 1] dared not 
hope to see it more than realized in the short 
space of thirteen years. 
COLORADO’S PROLIFIC MINES. 

From all that I could see in this trip of four 
weeks, and from all that [I could learn from 
reliable sources, 1 give it as my deliberate 
opinion that the mines of Colorado have only 
just begun to be developed. It may be doubted 
whether even half, and perhaps not the best of 
them, have yet been discovered. Ten vears ago 
I was in Oro City, in ;California Guich. The 
miners were doing a moderate business, and 
continued to do s80, without a suspicion, till 
within the last few months, that a bonanza dis- 
trict like Leadville was hid away within three 
miles of them. Last June a most wonderful 
discovery of horn silver in large quantities was 
made near Rosita, and so in Eagle Mountain, 
the. San Juan districts, and Mt. Lincoln, Clear 
Creek, and in fact all through these 
lofty mountain ranges, for 300 miles 
north and south, and more than 
half as many ‘east and west, there are doubtless 
mines which, if not equal to the Comstock lode, 
mav in the aggregate furnish ten-fold more gold 
and silver than that wonderful deposit. Impor- 
tant discoveries are constantly made in the re- 
duction of ores, and good judges estimate the 
product of the Colorado mines tor 1878 at $10.- 
000,000. The mines of coal and iron are of fab- 
ulous extent and richuess. Coke of the best 
quality is made from the extensive mines near 
Trinidad, and nearly the entire eastern base of 
the mountains for 300 miles is underlaid with 
coal beds, some of which are fifteen feet and 
more in thickness. - Adding, therefore, her min- 
eralto her agricultural resources, all that is 
needed is people and time to develop them to 
make the voungest at no distant day one of the 
richest States in the Union. 

COLORADO’S RAILWAY INTERESTS. 

As might be expected, resources so rich 
and varied attracted the early attention of 
railway managers, and now one can ride 
not only to the Rocky Mountains by at least 
three main lines, but he can penetrate far into 
their recesses in the same easy, luxurious man- 
ner. Nowlet the reader place -before him a 
mao of Colorado if he wishes to understand the 
railway system of that growing State. Ten 
vears ago Denver could only be reached from 
Cheyenne by 110 miles of staging. Svon after 
the enterprising citizens of Colorado, with 
Goy, Jobn Evans at their head, completed the 
Denver Pacific, and thereby banished the stage- 
coach to less-favored regions. Not quite sure 
of the time, but a vear or two later, the Kansas 
Pacific came sweeping in from Kansas City di- 
rect. A contest between itt andthe Union Pa- 
cific sprang up for the control of the Denver 
Pacific, and, as the prize was won by the Kan- 
sas Pacific, Jay Gould and the Union Pacific 
managers bave completed their Central Pacific 
line from Denver to Cheyenne,—a few miles 
nearer the mountains than the Denver Pacific,— 
and bence have an independent line of their own 
to their main trunk at Cheyenne. They

sixty miles from Denver. (ov. Evans is Presi- 
dent, and it is needless to add that whatever he 
puts his hand to prospers. It already controls 
a large part of the trade from the mines on 
Mount Lincoln and Mount Bross, near Fairpiay, 
aud enters the lists with wboever dares to com- 
pete for the rich traffic of Leadville and sur- 
rounding districts. All that was said above 
about the Clear Creek Canon applies to this, 
but the writer is spared an attempt at any de. 
scription by the graphic, accurate, and most 
beautiful letter of Miss Lunt, one of Chicago's 
most accomplished ladies, published in Tue 
Taisone a few weeks ago. That description 
could pot be improved. 

But the road which, as specially belonging 
to the State, has probably done more for it is 

THE DENVER & RIO GRANDE. 

Its gauge is three feet,—the one best adapted 
to penetrate deep gorges and olimb over high 
mountain passes. For it Colorado owes a debt 
of gratitude to Gen. Palmer, Gov. Hunt, and 
their associates, which, it is feared, will never 
be properly aporeciated. The main line runs 
from Denver to Pueblo, 120 miles. There a 
branch turns west up the Arkansas Valley, 
forty miles, to Canon City. From Pueblo the 
main line runs fifty miles south to Cucharas, 
where it branches, the one going on south thir- 
ty-six miles to E!} Moro, and the other, turning 
boldly up the Cucharas, attains an elevation of 
9,339 feet atv Veta Pass,—the highest railway on 


‘the covtinent,—and reaches Alamosa on the 


west side of the Rio Grande, eighty miles from 
Cuacharas and 250 miles southwest of Denver. 
The entire line of track is, therefore, 376 
miles Jong. {t is the first road that 
dared to scale any branch of the 
Rocky Mountains in Colorado, and right 
bravely and nobly does it doit. From LaVeta, 
where the track virtually begins to climb the 
mountainJ the line foliows up the old Fort Gar- 
land road to the Mule Shvoe,—a curve with per- 
baps half the radius of the famous Horse-Shoe 
on the Pennsylvania Railway. Here the grade 
becomes too steep, and, baying risen 1,755 feet 
in eleven miles, the line turos abruptivy upon 
itself to the eastward, and. witha grade of 217 
feet to the mile, it climbs up the south side of 
the ravine and up the mountain spur that runs 
out at right angles from the main range, and 
divides the twe deep gorges down which two 
little branches of the Cucharas River tina their 
way. It isin the shape of a narrow wedge, and 
at the eastern edge, where the line again turns 
sharply west by a very s@ort curve,

on the south side of the valley, and out on the 
plains for perhaps 200 miles, is sublime bevond 
description. But it is two milesor more stili to 
the suminit; and from projecting points as the 
read climbs higher and higher the scenery must 
be seen to be appreciated. No other rai]way on 
the continent bas anything to compare with it. 
The descent on the west side into the San 
Louis Park is not so long nor so difficult, as it 
follows down the line of the old Fort Garland 
road over the Sangre de Christo Pass, from per- 
haps within two miles of the summit. 

As might be expected, Alamosa, in the heart 
of the San Louis Valley, one of the most mag- 
niticent amphitbeatres in the worid, surrounded 
by snow-clad mountains most of the year, and 
where the trade and travel for the San 
Juan mines leave the railway, though 
only a few months ola, is a thriving, pros- 
perous town. From it Gov. Hunt and 
others are building a wagon-road over the 
range to the southwest to Pagosa Springs, on 
the San Juan River, and probably by next sea- 
son the railway will follow. A stock dealer told 
me that he was preparing to drive severa) nerds 
of fat cattle from the San Juan Valley this fall 
to Alamosa, where he would slaughter them 
and send the beef to the Chicayo market. Re- 
member, these cattle must climb on foot a 
range more than 10,000 feet above the sea, and 
another bv rail nearlvas high, and be trans- 
ported 1,225 miles; and yet, wonder of wonders, 
a passenger can come that entire distance, from 
the beart of the Rocky Mountains, ia only sixty 
hours, three days and two pights! Who will 
dare to sav that Chicago has no interest in these 
splendid improvements going on in Colorado! 

E! Moro, four miles north of Trinidad. the 
town at the end of the other branch, is a place 
of immense business. | was assured that 1.000 
teams of four tosix yoke of oxen are some- 
times camped about there of a single night. 
They. come loaded mostly with wool 
and pelts .from “New Mexico, Arizona, 
and Northern Mexico, a distance of from one to 
seven hundred miles or more. They !oad back 
with goods of all kinds, on the packages of 
which were often seen the names of well-known 
firms in Chicago. The fact is the extent and 
value of this trade is truly amazing. 

But the road that is just now attracting most 
attention by the rapidity and the magnitude of 
its movements 1s the 

ATCHISON, TOPEKA & SANTA FE. 
With Wiiliam B. Strong as its General Manager, 
well known in Western. circles as one of the 
most intelligent and energetic men in the 
country, and with an unlimited amount of 
Boston and New York capital at his command, 
is it any wonder that he makes the mountains 
echo with the onward march of the locomotive? 
The road was opened up the Arkansas Valley to 
Pueblo several months ago, and its branch 
from La Junta has just been finished to Trini- 
dad, forty miles south of Pueblo. It published 
its programme recently, specifying ten different 
brauches which it proposes to build. One is to 
run north to Denver, and the others are to 
embrace all Central and Southern Colorado. 
One of them is to drive through the Grand 
Arkansas Canon to Leadville, and probably 
thence onward to Salt Lake. Io company with 
Col. Robert Foster, a most excellent companion, 
I rode on the 17th some twelve miles from 
Canon City to the north summit of that canon. 
From the dizzy perpendicular crag one looks 
down some 2,500 to 8,000 feet into the mad- 
dened river dashing and seething along through 
the narrow gorge, while the men look like pig- 
mies, and their tents like whitened ant-hills. 
But hark! the thuader comes booming up with 
a thousand echoes from a great’*blast half a 
mile beneath our feet, and we start back with 
a freezing shudder lest the jutting peak should 
tumble over into the awlul eulf, while scores 
of buzzards sail around provokingiy near, sug- 
gestive of.a feast on our personality when the 
sad catastrophe was over. Yet our mountain 
stcod firmly, and after gazing for an hour into 
the awful abyss we turned homeward. Next 
day we went up the canon nearly to the base 


‘of the cliff on which we stood the day before. 


Kverywhere the contractors were busily grad 
ing, and certainly no work of the kind can ex- 
ceed the engineering skill required to penetrate 
this gloomy canon for some -twenty miles, and 
vet it is to be done by the Ist of March. It is 
well worth a ride across the continent to see it. 

The line is nearly all graded beyond Trinidad, 
eighteen miles, to the Raton Pass, track-laving 
is going forward rapidly, and it will probably be 
finished to Dick Whooton’s during the present 
month. As the guest of G. W. Barnes, Esq., 
of Trinidad, to whose courtesy I am greatly in- 
debted, I rode to the top ofthe Pass, and looked 
far down the southern valleys into New 
Mexico. A tunnel of some three quarters oi a 
mile is being bored through the mountain, but 
in the meantime the road will cross by a 
* switch-back,”? and reach Las Vegas, some 14U 
miles south of Trinidad, early next season. 
Capt. McKibbe, of the United States Army, whom 
I was so forturfate as to meet on the cars. and 
who bas for several years been stationed in New 
Mexico, assurred me that the road would bring 
out next year at least 40,000,000 pounds of 
wool from New Mexico and adjoining districts, 
and that its trade would be quite sure to tax 
the entire capacity of the road to the utmost. 
It is intended that it shall reach Albuquerque 
in ali next year. That will be within less than 
500 miles of Fort Yuma, the present castern end 
of the Southern Pacific Railway, and Mr. Strong 
and Col. Huntington will make short work of 
that, thus giving us &@ great southern through 
route to the Pacific Ocean. Speed the day 
when this great national enterprise shall be ac- 
complished. 

PROSPEROUS AND HAPPY. 

After what has been said, it need scarcely be 
added, that Denver, the ‘Capital of the State, 
aud nearly ali the other cities and towns, are 
prosperous, and some of them are growing 
very rapidly. The farming and mining inter- 
ests are every vear adding immensely to their 
wealth, and everybody, except recently import- 
ed invalids, look s cheerful and happy.

standing in the Rue des Nations (just outside 


. the entrance to the British Art-Wallcries), is one 


of the groups with which the ieast fault is to be 
found. Ful! of fire, life, and plood seems this 
Clydesdale stallion, as be rears impatient of the 
curbing hand beside.him. The man is vigor- 
ously molded, too, with a fine muscular de- 
velopment, such as would have rejoiced the 
heart of the late lamented Charles Kingsley,— 
whose Christianity, by-the-by, was tinted by a 
healthy touch of Paganism. Perhaps there 
is a trifie too much force—brate, soul- 
less force—in both man <and steed 
for the group to please the eye 
thoroughly. Another criticism: The attitudes 
are altogether too closely similar to those in 
the famous *“* Marly Horses ’’ (now standing at 
the foot of the Avenue des Champs Elysees) for 
Mr. Boehn: to escape the charge of piagiarism. 


_J was dining the other day within a stone’s 


throw of what remains of 
THE CHATEAU OF MARLY, 

where these splendid groups once adorned the 
residence of Mme. de Maintenon. Of all that 
noble palace nothing is left but a low ruin, and 
an immense abreuvoir, or horse-pond(a princely 
herse-pond with granite wails and handsome 
carvings), into which all the fountains and 
water-courses of the Parc de Marly used to 
empty themselves. ‘**‘ A change has come o’er 
the spirit of the dream ”’ since then with a ven- 
geance. Trams run up and dvwn the hill at the 
foot ot the ruins, and ona quiet evening you 
can bear the sound of the steam-car running be- 
tween Port Mariy and Bougival, a couple of 


miles away. This by the way. 

In addition to this, Mr. Boehm contributes a 
sinall terra-cotta bust of that eccentric artist,

A REMARKABLE PIECE OF SCULPTURE, 
though: I fancy the noble head—despiie its fur- 
rowed brow, crowned by tbe familar tumbied 
locks—is rather tvo voutbful for the wrinkled 
They betray the age of the model 
cleariv. Carlyle is represented in a sitting pos- 
ture, wrapped in the folds of a long dressing- 
gown,—his legs crossed, and terminating io large 
bluchers. The expression of moody, abstract- 
ed taougbtfulness in the eyes and on the fore- 
head have bec faithfully rendered. 

Mr. Bochm’s contriputions and those of the 
laste J. H. Foley (perhaps the greatest scuiptor 
produced by Britaie and iretand this century) 
have been poked away in a draughtv cross-corri- 
dor. where very tew people are likely to see 
tnem. Foley is very strongciv represented,—by 
his best efforts. The finest undoubt- 
edly are the two full-length statues of the iwo 
great irishmen, Edmund Burke and Oliver 
Goldsmuh. The first is a sveaking image of 
the daring and eloqueut orator, as he may have 
beeh when he ruse trom his seat in the House to 
tnuader out denunciations of wrong and: cruei- 
ty. Goldsmith’s is simpiv 

ONE OF THE MOsT PERFECT MONUMENTS 
ever reared to the memory of genius. The 
simaplicity, the vanity, the humor, the poetic in- 
spiration, are stamped indelibiy into the obe- 
dient bronze. There we have * poor Noe!’’ be- 
fore us in the body,—the autapr of the immor- 

tal ** Vicar’ and the comedies; of *‘ The Desert- 
ed Viliage’” and the tedious “Citizen of the 
World.” Apropos, how many strangers passing 
through the great City o1 London stop to 
look at the spot where Goldsmith lies? 
It is worth a visit. Ina little graveled court in 
Fleet street, hemmed in by the dingy wails of 
Jofty legal buildings and by the aged buttresses 
of Temple Church, you can find his tomb, with 
many another of Knights and Aldermen quietly 
moldered into dust centuries ago. here is not 
even a railing round it to save it from profane 
intrusion, and the stones are so worn from ex- 
posure to many frosts and rains that the inscrip- 
tion upon the top is almost vanishea:

are a powerful bust of ** Lord Ciyde,”’ a “‘ Parsee

BRITISH MACHINERY AND AGRICULTURAL IM- 

PLEMENTS, 

I do not purpose diving very deeply into the 
subject of the British Machinery and Agri- 
culvural-improvement Exhibit this week. The 
matter is rather a large one, and had to be con- 
sidered atientively. A few introductory re- 
marks, however, will not be out of place. 

Totbe English, the machinery question is of 
the most vital moment. The time when Shetf- 
ficld and Birmingham held undisputed sway ap- 
pears to have gone past. America, Belgium, 
france, in some cases even Germany, are De- 
come dangérous rivaPs, often distancing tbe 
“tight little island,’’ and, at all events, not on 
any account to be slighted. I think it will be 
admitied that, though there are few sigus of a 
great, or positive. advance since the Pailadelphia 
Centeania!l, the English bave held their own. 
One is struck ‘particulariy bv the aamirable 
peatness and finish of most of the machines 
displayed. Attenvion to details of this sort 
is even carried to exaggeration; and, in 
some of the agricuitural machines at 
least, one cannot help wondering at the waste 
ot movey and labor. Great britain is weil rep- 
resented in spinning and weaving machivery, 
in locomotives, in vertical and horizontal en- 
gines, and in most of the different classes of 
threshing, reaping, and harvesting machines. 
There is a magnificent display of plows; and, 
amongst other exhibits interesting to Ameri- 
cans in general and to Chicagoans in particuiar, 
is a rival to the McCormick wire-binder.—a 
string-binder shown by Measrs. Howard, the 
great firm at Bedford. A great dealof mystery 
hangs round this binder. Messrs, Howard keep 
it in a quiet corner, beyond the gaze of the val- 
gar,—either for fear of its being imitated, or 
for fear that it should be seen to be ap imita- 
tion. I shall have more to sav of this. 

THE EXHIBITION-DIPLOMAS. 

A specimen of the Exhibition **Diplomes des 
Recompenses ’’ has for some weeks been on view 
in the great gallery facing the Trocadero. It is 
designed by Baudry, the celebrated painter of 
the Opera, and measures forty inches by thirty- 
six. At the top are allegorical figures of France, 
Peace, and Labor. Be.ow is the inscription: 
Jun xa paci Gajva Jovet artes. At the foot on 
the left is the Genius of Industrv, facing the 
Genius of Art on the right. Between, the mon- 
ogram of the Republic,—R. F. Altogether; it 
is-a verv artistic piece of work, quite worth hay- 
ing even if for its own tastefulness.

AN GERSOLL ON BURNS. 


Col. “ Bob’s”"’ New Lecture, 
New York Worid, Oct. &. 

When Mr. Bob Ingersoll came upon the: ‘plat: 
form at Cnitkering Hal! last evening, he struck 
his favorite attitude, withthe thumbof one 
hand under his waistcoat and the forefinger of 
the otner assailing the audience, and observed: 
“T find, ladies and gentlemen, that we differ as 
much about poetry as we do about religion.”’ 
There was a general smile of satisfaction anda 
great deal of encouraging applause. Then Mr. 
ingersoll asked it to be understood that what- 
ever he said against the poets whom be might 
arraigu would besaid entirely from his own 
stand point. 

“s Taere is no poetry worthy of the name of 
poetry,” be exclaimed with vigor, ‘*taat is not 
born of the heart. Give methe poetrv that is 
natural; 1 do not want the word-paintings of 
the mind, I have read your classi« writers, full 
of sublime thoughts, and I have found them 
unnatural. I have read Dante. I was told he 
was asublime writer. I went down into ‘his 
hell aad crawled in among his snakes, but | 
didn’t enjoy it. Solemnity and stupidity 
born of superstition. But ’’—he 
added paréntheticailly—“I will give Dante 
credit for one thing—ne was tie first poet that 
ever had the courage to paint a Pope m Hell, and 
that was nosmalil thing todoin bisday. And 
there was Petrarch. He wrote delightful things 
to a girl named Laure. And who do you sup- 
pose Laurd was! Why, the wife of another 
man. All pretense; all pretense, Not a throb, 
not a thriil of the howest fervor of the human 
heart. There was Miiton. Magnificent writer! 

read ‘Paradise Lost.’ I read’ it—once. * I 
don’t intend to read it again. He mag have 
been sublime, but he was not a poet, because 
no man can be a poet who does not write as he 
feels, as he Knuws, and as he has experiences. 
Sorrow is not sorrow, grief isnot grief, when 
they are not felt. Milton put epaulets on tbe 
shoulders of God, gave us a battle of the angeis, 
and represented the devil as an.artillery ofiicer. 
That's pretty lively tor the imayiuvation. Buc 
it isn’t poetry. Where is there in Milton a line 
of deep, of splendid love. -He gave us the 
wooings of Eve by Adam. Way, Adan might 
bave been a member of the British Parliament. 
so faras Miitou shows. After reading that 
courtship, read the courtship in the * Tempest,’ 
and you will see the difference.”’ 

Then Mr. Ingersoll branched out into rhapsod- 
ic indignation over religious poetry in geveral. 
There was too much terror, and horror, and 
misery in the alleged poetry of religion to sutr 
him. ‘“ Calvinism,”’’ he said, ‘is the world with 
poetry left out and hell ieft in.’?’ Then retarn- 
ing to poetry as differing irom re Pe on, he said: 
“Areal poemis not imagined, is lived: it 
blussoms out of the heart. Srerybede talks 
about Thomson’s ‘Seasons.’ What did Thom- 
son know about the seasons? He used to lie in 
bed until 2o’clock inthe day and then prate 
about the weather outside. ‘The classic-writers 
were not pocts. they were literary mechanics.”’ 

And finally, a8 re; fs nting{ is ideal 0: poetry 

—tiat poetry which broke away from tiie chaur of 
classicism—tne lecturer singied out Robert 
Burns the ** second poet of the world.”’ “ The 
first man who broke down the wall of the classic 
models was Sbakspeare,’’ he said. ‘A poem 
dare not be a lengthy theme. A poem must be 
iuli of broken lights, darting in from unexpeet- 
ed places. Take. your learned thinker, your 
heavy orator; he hammers along the dusty high- 
way of his subject, tiring himseif and bis 
auditors. Contrast nim with the wanderer- 
poet who breaks away from the beaten 
path to pluck a flower here, to watch a butterfiy 
there, to listen to the musicolf a babbling brook. 
That’s poetry—the poetry of digression; that’s 
the poetry of Burns. -Burn’s imbibed bis poei’s 
nature from his“fiother. There never was a 
man of genius who didn’t bave a wonderiui 
mother! [This with great emphasis, ¢o loud 
applause.| It doesn’t make much difference 
who his father was. |Laughcter and enthusi- 
asm.| Burns did not believe in the Church. He 
lived with the aristocracy on the one side of 
him and the Church ot) the other, and he hated 
both. No great poet ever believed in religion ! 
|Excitement in the audience.| No great poet 
ever can! No man withagreatand splendid 
heart ever can! Burns had a ereat and splendid 
beart. I hate Presbyterianism. I bate Calvin- 
ism. They téach the doctrine of a cruel God. 
If 1 turned that chair into a human being. 
could | have the right to torture that hu- 
man being, and say I had the right to do 
so because | made it? No, rather should |, 
being responsible forits creation, love it and 
protect it. And that is what Burns believed 
when he turned from a religion that preached 
a heaven up there that he didn’t wantand a 
hell down there that he didn’t deserve, to a re- 
ligion that found a heaven among created 
things,—Here and Now.”’ | 

Mr. Ingersoll then read several of Burns’ 
poems, in a strain pretty much as though they 
belonged to his jiecture for the corroboration of 
his own religious views, occasionally breaking 


tory into the babbling brooks of rhetorical 
fancy, with ornamentai and exalted gestures. 
Then in a great state of mind he made a gen- 
eral swoop upon the false claims of the imagin- 
ation in painting as well as poetry, and referred 
to pictures of angels as girls with nothing on 
but feathers, at which there was some hilarity. 
But when, in the course of summi~g up Burns’ 
latter-day life, he said, **He chose the taye rn 
instead of the churcn, and I honor him for it” 
some one hissed, and several people went out.

The Prospects of the Republican 
Campaign. 

Tree Inwardness of the Carpenter Movement--A 
Newspaper Feature of the Canvass. 
Views of Chairman Rublee as to the 
Coming Election.

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Mitwavkeeg, Oct. lle—The Republican side 
of the campaign in Wisconsin is very active and 
full of spirit. It is not animated exactly by 
anv wreat degree of enthusiasm; for it begins 
to seem as if the enthusiastic era of politics 
had passed away, and would remain away fora 
period of time. But the Republican leaders 
and campaigu-managers are very much in earn- 
est; an array of good and effective speakers are 
on the stamp in all parts of the State, and they 
are exhibiting a great deal of courage in their 
arguments on the money question. There are 
but few Republican speakers who any lounger 
think of 
TAKING UNCERTAIN GROUNDS 
on the currency question. It is quite noticeable, 
also, that the Greenback and Democratic speak- 
ers—no, there are no Democratic speakers, in 
the field—use very measured and conservative 
terms in their speeches, and that there is little or 
no Fiat nonsense avd lunacy talked in any part 
of the State. In fact, the Greenback fever in 
Wisconsin has not at any time assumed the 
form of a Fiat collapse and: idiocy, and 
there has not been aby great extent of 
sentiment in favor of the absolute- 
nonsensical, irrational, and irredeemable 


form of conceits on the money4juestion which 


have affected the centres of radical thought on 
this question. The State is full of Greenback- 
ism, pure and simple, which means simply a 
Government currency, and plenty of it, for the 
people, and hostility to the National-Bank sys- 
tem; and both parties are equally affected. But 
vhe utter folly and insanity of the paper certifi- 
eate to be called a dollar has not had any hold 
on public sentiment in Wisconsin, and 
HAS NOT ANY SUCH HOLD NOW. 

The result of the election in Ohio has given a 
great impetus to the movements of the Repub- 
jeans In this State. So complete a victory was 
entirely unexpected, probably, by a majority of 
evep sagacious Republicans; and, now that it 
has occurre d, thev bardiy know how to account 
forit. ‘hey are greatiy elated, and accept it as 
the premonition of great things in Wisconsin. 
Congratulatory addresses-have been exchanged 
between prominent Republicans, and a perlect 
flood of dispatches of the most promising char- 
acter has poured into the State Committee head- 
quarters in this city. 

An embarrassing” circumstance of the cam- 
paign—which will not, however, produce any 
marked disaster—is the vigorous discussion of 

THE SENATORAL QUESTION 
precipitated by the Sentinel newspaper of this 
city. That paper bas announced its opposition 
to all Legislative candidates oo the Republican 
ticket who will not declare in advance their in- 
tention to oppose one of tie Republican 
candidates for United States Senator 
under all circumstances. lt is equally 
hostile to Senator Howe and Philetus Sawyer, 
and accepts frequent opportunities to criticise 
them.—liowe as a candidate tor another Sena- 
torial terra, and Sawyer as his supposed friend 
and supporter. it charges Lowe with collusion 
in the interest of Gabe Bouck, bv which Bouck 
is to receive votes for Cougress in exchange for 
votes for Legislative candidates in the interest 
of Howe. Nothing could be 
MORE IDIOTICALLY ABSURD, 
as stupidity itseli canvot fail to see that the 
way to get additional votes for Republican 
candidates for the Senate and Assembly in any 
district is to increase the Republican Con- 
cressional vote to the largest possible Cimen- 
sions, and carry the Legisiative candidates on 
the swell of the tide, The amusing icea that 
80 Wise and conservative a politician as Senator 
liowe wouid think it possibie to strengtoen tue 
Legislative portions of the Republican 
by depleting the head of the ticket of its 
strength,—that the way to strengthen the lower 
members of aman is to cut bis threat,—hbhas 
hardly been equaled in any  newspaper-non- 
seuse of the dav. The saine paper attacks, with 
diversely 
VICIOUS BUT ABSURD CHARGES, 
prominent Rong 77 can candidaies for Congress, 
especially Mr. Williams and Mr. Casweil, whom 
it accuses of ‘identifvit 1 with their own canvass 
measures in aid of Mr. Keyes as a Senatorial 
candidate. In other words, it claims that in 
ove part of the State Howe is promoting the 
election of a Democratic Congressman as an aid 
to Legislative candidates in his owu interest, 
while in another part of the State another Sen- 
atoria! candidate has hitched bis team to the 
Congressional candidates, and they are all 
working for the joint interest of the whole. Ii 
is evidently a lively imagination which can ip- 
veut theories so contradictory in regard to the 
policy oi the leaders of the Republican party. 
THE IMMEDIATE EFFECT 
of this erratic policy is to exbilarate the Demo- 
crats, who are treated very tenderly in the same 
column where prominent Republicans are de- 
nounce: i, Atthe same time. nowever, the Re- 
publican press of the State is more united than 
it has been of late years, and the leading news- 
papers are engaged in a uwited ellort to coun- 
teract the damage which the crooked policy 
above described is calcuiated to accomplish. 
The interior Republican newspapers bave rarely 
urged a more vigorous campaign than that in 
which they are now engaged. Such 
papers as the Madison Journal, . the 
Janesville Gazette, the Oshkosh Northwestern. 
and the weekly press, are pursuing an aggres- 
sive but judicioue campaign, and are admurably 
and efficiently aiding toe Republican canvass on 
the stump, which is animated all over the State, 
and especially in the close and doubttul districts. 
AS AN INDICATOR, 

the irregular and sinuous course of the Milwau- 
kee journal in question is of interest. It is re- 
garded asan essential part of the Carpenter 
Senatorial campaign. That movement was ac- 
curatelv analyzed in THE TRIBUNE correspond- 
ence several weeks ago. It makes no progress, 
but its essential ieatures are conspicuous. It is 
an uppartisan movement. The managers of 
Mr. Carpenter’s non-progressive cam: aign expect 
success, if they shall find 1t at all possible, 
by the defeat of enough Republican Legislative 
candidates who are likely to be favorable to 
either Keyes, Howe, Sawyer, or any other 
Republican Senatorial candidate, to de- 
stroy any chance for the success 
of either of those men.

CAMPAIGN PROSPECTS. 

A call was made upon Chairman Rublee, to- 
day, by Tnx Tripung correspondent, at the 

eadquarters of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, on Michigan street. - In the course of an in- 
formal chat on the State campaign, Mr. Rublee 
made a general sweeping review of the field in 
this State, substantiaily as tollows: ‘I think 
that Williams will be elected to Congress over 
Parker, ttie Greenback and Democratic candi- 
date, by about 4,000 majority,—possioly 500 
more,—certainly not less. There is absolutely 
no foundation’ for the rumors that 
the Greenback craze has made any 
inroads on the solid Republican strength 
in Rock County. There are some 
Greenback movements of a very quiet nature in 
Kenosha, and perhaps in other counties of 
which me may underrate the importance; but I 
do not think the Fiat doctrines have any sub- 
stantial strength. In the Second District, | 
have no doubt of Caswell’s re-elestion by an in- 
creased majority. Davis, the Democratic 
candidate, is doing notbing, so far ag I can 
learn, Tenney, the Greenback candidate, will 
** stick,” and will poll more votes than is gen- 
erally anticipated, which will damage the two 
parties about equaliy,—the Democrats sufter- 
ing most, if anything. 

“THERE IS A SCARE,” 
Mr. Rublee continued, “‘ among some Repnub- 
licans im the Third District, and a considerable 
Greenback vote will be cast in Grant and Green 
Counties, as well as in other localities in the 
district. But large numbers of hard-money 
Democrate will refuse to vote, or will vote the 
Republican ticket; and 1 do not see aby reason 
ior the apprehensions which some constitution- 
ally-tamid Republicans express. Mr. Hazelton 
will doubtless be re-elected, but bis majority 
may not. be as large as it ought to 
be.’ Skipping.to the Sixth District, Mr. ‘Rublee 
thought that, unless the Greenbac ‘Kers should 
break rgoks, Jones would be elected over 
Bouck; and he was confident of Pound’s elec- 
tion over Barrows, in the Eighth District. Gov. 
Pound was in the city yesterday, on his way to 
one of the counties of his immense district, 
which he has to reach by railroad via Milwaukee, 
and assured Mr. R. that bis prospects for an 
election are undeniably good. 
AS TO THE LEGISLATURE. 

It does not impair the courage of Republicans 
to bear expressions of lack. of confidence trom 
party authorities. On the other hand, Repub- 
licans, when told that the prospects are doubt- 
ful, or even that indications are adverse, as a 
usual thing redouble exertion, fight with re- 
newed endeavor, and matill Into the campaign 
an cpergy which it would have lacked with fair 
prospects and ass@rances of victory. [he 
Democrats, on the other hand, under discour- 
agement, tall away from active labor and give up 
tne battle in advance. So Mr. Rublee said: 
“It must be admitted that, at a glance, 
the Republican prospect as to the Legisiatore 
is not as good as it oughtto be. Tine Demo- 
crats, While doing no general campaign work, 
are exceedingty active and cunning in forming 
Greenback coalitions ia all the doubtiul Legis- 
lative districts. Some districts are doubtful 
wiich ought not to be, and there are reasvba- 
ble fears that we shall lose some which we 
ought to carry; but we shall carry some dis- 
tricte that are usualiv Democratic. I have faith 
that we shal! secure a working majority. It ma\ 
not be large, but a little majority is vetter 
than a big one that will not hold together. 
Of one thing I am confident: if the Repul'icans 
should have a majority in the Legislature, if it 
consists only of one, it will bea reliable major- 
ity, and ho combinations of the minor factions 
will be able to defeat it at the Senatorial elec- 
tion.”’ 

THE GREENBACK MOVEMENT 
in this State, as was stated to begin with, has 
evidently suffered @ partial coilapse.

Bill for Specific Performanbe.-The Republic 
Life—Record of Judgments, New Suits, 
Etc. 

In the case of C. R. Morey ys. The School Di- 
rectors of District No. 7, 43,12, the question 
was raised before Judge Blodgett Thursaay as 
to the mode of service of process on a Board of 
School Directors. The suit) was by a sébool 
teacher against a Schooi Board for alleged 
breach of contract, and the summons was 
served “‘ by delivering a true and correct copy 
thereof to and reading the same to and in the 
hearing and the presence ot John Middleton, 
President of the Board of Directors,” etc. <A 
motion was made to quash the summons, and 
the counsel for the Board objectéd, first, that 
the writ should have been against the members 
of the School Directors as such Directors; and 
second, that service should be mude on all the 
Directors instead of the President. 

Judge Bloagett took the case under advise- 
ment for a day, aud yesterday refused to quash 
the summons, holding that the service was sufli- 
cient. Leave was given to plead. 

HAMLIN, HALE & CO. 

The contest over the old tirm of Hamlin, Hale 
& Co., of this citv, seems as difficult to be sat- 
isfactorily settled as was Banquo’s ghost. First 
one pariner, then the other, by chancery suits 
or petitions in bankruptcy, keeps the ball roll- 
ing. and when they are exhausted some oblig- 
ing creditor takes their place. There have been 
five or six suits over the firm, and yesterday 
another was added tothe number. The com- 
plainant is John W. Hamlin, of East Aurora, N. 
Y., and he sets out by giving a list of the depts 
of the firm just after the Great Fire, which 
amounted so about $1,400,000, including therein 
the claim of H. B. Claflin & Co. for $870,000. 
Their assets were $1,165,000, so that they were 
able to pay SO cents on the dollar. Complain- 
ant then sets out the alleged fraudulent agree- 
ment with H.  gB. Claflm & Co., which has 
been told repeatedly before, whereby the latter 
were to be paid $650,000 in full, and to accept 
50 cents on the dollar on the remainder, and 
claims that the other creditors only accepted 50 
percenc on their claims because it appeared 
Claflin & Co. were intending to accept the same 
ratio. ‘That had the existence ef the agreement 
with the New York firm been known the 
other creditors would not have agreed 
to the compromise. ,Complainant claims 
to be the owner by purchase of about $250,000 
of claims against Hamlin, Hale & Co., on which 
he is entitled to a dividend of 50 per cent, as the 
estate it was discovered could have paid that. 
He makes the tirm of H. B. Claflin & Co. de- 
fendants, and asks that the compromise of No- 
vember, 1871, may be set aside, and the amount 
of his claims be paid in iull less the dividend 
already received. 

BILL FOR BPECIFIC 

Thomas W. Hall vesterday filed a bill in the 
Superior Court against Franklin Crane, to éom 
pel him to keep an agreement. Hall says that 
in September last Crane offered to exchange 
his house, No. 649. West Monroe street, 
and give $2,000 cash additional for com- 
piainant’s farm of 754.acres, near Paris. 
Missouri, which was, however, subject to an 
incumbrance of $4,000. Abstracts of title were 
to be furnished on either side. and the whole 
transaction closed bv Noy. 1, in case the offer 
was accepted. An arrangement was also made 
for the purchase by Crane of the farm stock at 
an appraised valuation. Complainant signed 
the contract within the time limited, Oct. 10, 
but Crane has since reiused utterly to carry it 
out. Hall therefore finds it necessary to bring 
some legal pressure to bear, and he asks that 
Crane may be compelled to live upto his con- 
tract.

DEMOCRATIC CIPHER DISPATCHES. 


Why Orton Refused to Produce the Tele- 
grams. 
New York Mail, Oct. 9. 

There is no doubt that the cipher dispatches 
of the Tribune will be the means of bringing 
out 4 great deal of testimony as to the inside 
history of the Presidential campaign that was 
carried on after the election. An interview by a 
Tribune reporter with Mr. Hewitt yesterday is 
the natural and important result of the TJ'ribd- 
une’s successive broadsides of disclosures. Mr. 
Hewitt’s relations to the Democratic campaign 
of 1876 were such that what he has to say will 
be regarced everywhere with peculiar interest, 
although it looks as though the uprightness 
and independence of Mr. Hewitt rendered him 
unavailable forthe peculiar stvle of operations 
which was instituted almost immediately after 
election. 

Mr. Hewitt discloses a fact which we were be- 
fore aware of.) At the time that Mr. William 


Orton was charged with contempt for refusing 
to produce dispatches relating to the canvass of 
the vote in the Southern States, he took occa- 
sion to notify Democratic leaders that the pusi- 
ness ol overhauling private dispatches might be 
a very dangerous one for them to engaye in. 
Mr. Hewitt states that while Mr. Orton was in 
Washington, about the beginning cf January. 
1877, he assured Mr, Hewitt that if compelled 
to deliver up the dispatches they would Jead 
to revelations of acts unknown to him- 
self and other Democrats, that would be 
very damaging to the Democratic party. 
Mr. Hewitt told him that he had _ no 
knowledge of such dispatches, and was surprised 
to find him so solicitous for the welfare of the 
Democratic party; in fact, that he, Mr. Hewitt, 
rather thought that Mr. Orton’s purpose was to 
keep from the Democrats dispatcbes proving, 
Republican iniquity, and intimated to Mr. Orton 
that when be, Mr. Hewitt, was President of the 
Western Unidn, before him, he had never 
touched or redd a dispatch, except when the 
mere transaction of business made it necessary, 
whereupon Mr. Urton said, referring to a dis- 
patch which he proposed toshow to Mr. Hewitt: 
“If vou do not see that I came properly by it, 4 
willgo with you before the Directors of the 
Western Union, and you may move for my dis- 
missal.’ 

Mr. Orton’s explanation of the manner of his 
obtaining possession of the’ dispatch, and of the 
key to it, was this: ‘*One evening, shortiyv be- 
fore midnight, a prominent Democratic politi- 
cian received a)cipher dispatch from South Caro- 
lina at the telegraph oftic ein the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. He sat down at one of the tabies, pulled 
out his key, and made a translation of the 
cipher. A few minutes after midnight, as the 
office was being closed, he hastily gathered up 
a few papers dn the table, and went out. His 
translation of the cipher happened to drup on 
the floor. The operator picked it up, read it, 
and immediately started for Mr. Orton’s house 
with the ciptier dispatch and the translation, 
and rang up the President of ihe Western 
Union. Mr. Orton took the papers: and told the 
operator to go home and never open his lips to 
a single human being in reference to the inci- 
dent. He sail that my eves were the first to see 
the dispatch after it came into his possession.”’ 

It is needless for us, or for any one in this 
community, to say that this explanation on the 
part of Mr. Orton was not necessary to assure 
any oue of the strict and scrupulons fidelity of 
Mr. Orton, pot only to the responsibilities of his 
position, but'to the delicate trusts committed 
tohim. Mr. Hewitt naturaliy. failed in his in- 
terview with the Tribune reporter to attach the 
importance that he should to the desire of Mr. 
Orton, both as a patriot and as a guardian of a 
vast businegs, that the process of overhauling 
private dispatches for political purposes should 
be resorted to as seldom as possible. He held 
the highest and strictest views as to inviolabie- 
ness of the confidences reposed in the Company 
over which he presided. By a long experience 
he bad found that the rummagiag over of oid 
dispatches had accomplished no public good, 
and had, for the most part, been used to gratify 
pie malice, especially in the instance of Gen. 

utier 

It was Mr. Orton’s object, when he went to 
Washington on the charge of contempt, to dis- 
suade both parties from a general overhauling 
ot dispatches that would, in his judgment, dam- 
age both sidés more or less. They would lead 
tono results of importance, and they would 
certainly bring disgrace upon American politics.
